Assault weapon bans: your rights trampled. . . 


INETEEN eighty-nine will be 
remembered as the beginning of 
the end of the Constitution of the 
United States.” 

That’s how one firearms owner here 
in California feels about the outrageous 
legislation in this state to ban sales 
and severely restrict current owner¬ 
ship (clearly with the intent of later 
confiscation) of semiautomatic mili¬ 
tary-style firearms, commonly known 
as assault weapons. 

At this writing nothing has been 
signed into law but assault firearm 
owners — myself included — are very 
apprehensive about the prospects of two 
bills that have been passed by the 
California Legislature to prohibit sales 
and require those Californians already 
owning these guns to register them 
with the state. 

The registration would require fin¬ 
gerprinting and background checks of 
the owners and forbids the sale or 
transfer of the weapons to anyone 
except a licensed gun dealer. Of course, 
down the road, the liberals controlling 
the Legislature will call for these guns 
to be turned in to authorities — which 
has already been done in Los Angeles 
and other cities in the state — and 
they’ll have a convenient list of all the 
assault weapon owners. 

I want to clarify my comments about 
registration which I made in this col¬ 
umn in the April 1989 issue of ASG. 
Discussing the gun-ban legislation in 
that column I stated I am “not a fan 
of gun registration, but we already 
have it anyway, for the most part, and 
waiting periods (not excessively long 
ones) and background checks wouldn’t 
make my life or the lives of other law- 
abiding citizens miserable, nor infringe 
too much on their rights.” 

I’ve drawn fire from readers who 
interpreted these comments as my ad¬ 
vocating gun registration. I definitely 
did not intend to do that. I was refer¬ 
ring to what for me is the “registra¬ 
tion” we already have. That is, there 
is a serial number on each of your 
firearms which it is a crime to remove. 
And when you buy a gun from a dealer 
you have to fill out a form or forms 


giving information about yourself and 
listing the serial number of the gun 
and you are the owner of record of that 
gun. This is the ONLY “registration” 
I was talking about and the ONLY 
“registration” I can accept. I am ada¬ 
mantly opposed to any further restric¬ 
tions on firearms purchase and owner¬ 
ship, with the exception of background 
checks and waiting periods. 

I had hoped that background checks 
and waiting periods could be sub¬ 
stituted for the outright bans and 
severe restrictions on ownership the 
fanatics in the California Legislature 
want. But I see this was a mistake. 
These people mean to eventually take 
away every significant firearm in civil¬ 
ian hands, and with the mass murders 
of school children in Stockton com¬ 
mitted by the psychotic Patrick Purdy 
with his AK-47 they have a vehicle 
with which to whip up public outrage 
and hysteria against guns. These fana¬ 
tics are eagerly assisted by our Big 
Media which is dominated by other 
gun-hating liberals (“liberals” being 
the polite term for “leftists”). 

Prominent among the Big Media 
leftists are CBS and The Los Angeles 
Times, both of which have waged an 
unrelenting propaganda war against 
assault weapons and their owners, 
editorializing repeatedly against them 
and allowing virtually no pro-gun opin¬ 
ion to reach the public except for a 
few quotes in news stories on the issue. 

If the California legislation is signed 
into law by Gov. George Deukmejian, 
it will be the most harsh and repres¬ 
sive gun-control law of any state in 
the country and an extremely danger¬ 
ous precedent for other states to fol¬ 
low. It could, indeed, mean the begin¬ 
ning of the end of our Second Amend¬ 
ment rights to keep and bear arms. 

Assault weapons, after all, are the 
arms of the day. If they are banned 
from the hands of the public, law- 
abiding citizens will have been effec¬ 
tively disarmed. Criminals, terrorists, 
foreign armies, and our law enforce¬ 
ment and military personnel will poss¬ 
ess these weapons — but not you and 
me! 
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With the California legislation, the 
current federal ban on importation of 
assault weapons and even more fanat¬ 
ical legislation to ban and CONFIS¬ 
CATE semiautomatic firearms being 
considered in Congress, now is the 
time to act. 

This column is a call to arms — 
politically, that is (the few misguided 
individuals who make threats of vio¬ 
lence over the issue only play into the 
hands of the gun haters, giving them 
ample propaganda to use against us). 

Now is the time to — as one reader 
put it — come out of the closet, if you 
have not been active in the pro-gun 
movement. Call and write your local, 
state and federal government represen¬ 
tatives and let them know how you 
feel about these ridiculous and out¬ 
rageous gun bans and registration res¬ 
trictions. Call and write President 
George Bush about it. The telephone 
number for the White House is (202) 
456-7639. Write to the President in 
care of the White House at 1600 Penn¬ 
sylvania Avenue, Washington, D.C. 
20500. If you haven’t been doing any¬ 
thing up to this point, get off your 
butt! To paraphrase Ben Franklin’s 
statement to the American revolution¬ 
ary leaders: we had all better hang 
together on this one or we shall all 
surely hang separately! 

Call and write your local newspapers 
and television and radio stations and 
let them know how you feel about ban¬ 
ning your firearms. If you haven’t joined 
the National Rifle Association, it’s 
high time you did. This organization 
is fighting for our gun rights and 
needs all the support it can get. Call 
the NRA at (202) 828-6000 or write 
them at 1600 Rhode Island Avenue 
N.W., Washington, D.C. 20036. Mem¬ 
bership dues are $20 per year and 
worth much, much more. 

All this talk about our semiauto¬ 
matic firearms having to be hunting 
weapons to be legitimate is a bunch 
of twaddle. Pleasure shooting at tin 
cans and bottles, target shooting, com¬ 
petitive match shooting, varmint con¬ 
trol — these are also perfectly legiti¬ 
mate uses for these weapons. And of 
course these guns could be used for 
self defense and to defend one’s home 
and country. And don’t forget their 
purpose as a deterrent to government 
oppression and tyranny. 

This fight to keep our Second Amend¬ 
ment rights is just beginning. We must 
organize and work effectively to turn 
the tide in our favor. We must never, 
never give up — Jim Benson.

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Can you tell the difference between edible and poisonous varieties?.

¥7T OR death-defiers there’s Russian 
JO roulette and ‘ ‘mushroom roulette.’ ’ 

Both are played much the same, and 
both are equally dangerous. 

To play mushroom roulette simply 
gather a mushroom that “looks” like 
an edible type, check it carefully to see 
if it will tarnish a silver spoon, or if 
there are teeth marks on it (animals 
always know what’s edible), then pre¬ 
pare it in any of your favorite recipes. 
Bon apetit! Have an expensive bottle 
of wine to wash it all down with, and 
share this dinner with your favorite 
love. You might as well enjoy your¬ 
selves, it could be your last meal. 

A few years back an Asian family — 
that had just recently moved to Oregon 
— unwittingly played mushroom rou¬ 
lette. . . and lost. What likely hap¬ 
pened was that they mistook Amanita 
virosa (the famed “destroying angel”) 
for the delicately flavored Leucoagar- 
icus naucinus. Ib the untrained eye 
they’re quite similar. They’re both 
about the same size. Both have the 
same general shape and color, both 
have white gills, and both can be pan¬ 
fried to a beautiful cream-grey color 
(it’s probable that both even taste 
good). The only major difference is 
that if you fry and eat the Amanita, 
kiss your mushroom hunting days 
goodbye. 

In case you ever wondered what 
death by mushroom poisoning would 
be like, let me describe it here. After 
ingesting the poisonous mushroom, two 
toxins enter the system (complex poly¬ 
peptide molecules made up mainly of 
amino acids—one quick acting and the 
other slow acting), and make their 
way towards the liver. There, enzymes 
in the liver combine with these mole¬ 
cules, to form a compound that attacks 
the cells of the liver. By the time the 
victim begins to feel intense pain, the 
faster-acting poison has already acted 
and it is generally too late to pump 
the stomach. 

Following the pain comes excessive 
vomiting, lethargy, and blurred vision. 
Miraculously, the victim begins to feel 
better after only a few hours (when the 
fast-acting poison is expended), until 
the slow-acting enzyme comes into play, 
bringing with it severe pain lasting up 
to six days. The pain usually ends with 
death. Should the patient be so lucky 
as to survive, he can expect a month 
to recuperate, though his liver may 
never fully recover from the damage 
inflicted upon it. 

So how does one tell an edible var¬ 


iety of mushroom from a poisonous one? 
And, if the risks are so great, is it a 
safe hobby to pursue? I’m adamant 
that it is... if one knows what they’re 
doing. There are a few general guide¬ 
lines that can help one avoid the un¬ 
pleasantry of mushroom poisoning, 
(though there’s no sure test of edibil¬ 
ity, but try to remember these four 
simple things: 1) Don’t eat mushrooms 
with white gills; 2) Don’t eat mush¬ 
rooms that are too old; 3) Don’t eat 
mushrooms raw; and 4) Don’t drink 
alcohol while eating wild mushrooms. 
When it comes to determining which 
mushroom is safe, however, there’s only 
one rule that applies: Make Damn 
Certain That You Have Positively Iden¬ 
tified The Species In Question , Beyond 
Any Shadow Of Doubt. Otherwise cock 
the hammer, spin the chamber, take 
careful aim and pull the trigger. It’s 
a much faster way to go. 

This article isn’t a definitive course 
on identifying wild edible mushrooms 
of North America. It is merely a step 
in the right direction to get the begin¬ 
ning mycologist started. Mushroom 
hunting (and eating) is both safe and 
rewarding, if you know what you’re 
doing, and there’s really no excuse for 
mistakes. God made every species of 
mushroom to an exact blueprint that 
to the trained eye is as recognizable 
as the face and body of one human 
being from another. 

There’s the size of the cap to con¬ 
sider, the length and diameter of the 
stem, and the color of the cap and 
stem. Furthermore the careful mush¬ 
room hunter will always ask: What 
color are the gills? How far are the the 
gills spaced apart? Are they free or 
attached to the stalk? Is the cap and 
stalk smooth or do they have shingles, 
hairs or warts? Are they dry or are 
they slimy? Does a ring surround the 
stalk? Is there a volva (cup-like tissue 
around the base of the stem)? Is the 
cap margin smooth or indented? Is it 
convex or concave? Does the flesh 
of the mushroom change color when 
bruised? How does the mushroom 
smell? What is it growing on? Etc., etc. 

Spore Print — More experienced 
mushroom hunters will also take a 
spore print. It’s a simple process that 
requires merely finding two young but 
fully developed mushrooms, and slic¬ 
ing off the caps. Set one cap (gill side 
down) on a piece of white paper and 

another on a piece of black paper, then 
leave them undisturbed for eight hours. 
The spores, which are the mushroom’s 
reason for being, all have their own 


distinctive color which indicates spe¬ 
cies. For those species that have the 
same color spores, further identifica¬ 
tion can be made by applying a solution 
known as “Melzer’s reagent” to the 
spore print, and watching the reaction. 
If the spores turn blue it is called an 
“amyloid reaction.” A reputable mush¬ 
room guidebook will outline these 
details. 

Mushrooms can occur any time of 
year that conditions are right, though 
generally speaking, they’re seasonal. 
Spring is the undisputed season for 
foraging (a season that carries on 
through the Summer rains), though 
Autumn also brings much more than 
just gold to the trees. Autumn is a 
time of year when thoughtful nature 
makes her bounties most prolific, ena¬ 
bling woodland creatures to ready for 
the hardships of the coming winter. 

Autumn is a time of plenty, the last 
floral extravaganza of the year, and as 
those rainbow-tinted leaves flutter to 
the ground providing compost, an abun¬ 
dant mushroom harvest stirs beneath. 
So don’t let those guidebooks collect 
dust six months out of the year! 

Toadstool — Before going any further, 
I’d like to dispel a common myth con¬ 
cerning those mushrooms known as 
“toadstools.” When is a mushroom a 
toadstool, really? To the vast majority 
of those people I collectively refer to 
as “the uninformed,” a toadstool is a 
mushroom they can’t identify; or to put 
it another way, a mushroom is a toad¬ 
stool when someone is afraid to eat it. 
Webster’s unabridged dictionary de¬ 
fines a toadstool as “. . . any fungus 
having an umbrella-like disk, or pileus, 
borne on a stalk, especially fungi of 
the genus Agaricus and related spe¬ 
cies.” I might mention that the com¬ 
mon mushroom we find in the super¬ 
market is in the Agaricus genus. What 
makes the commonly accepted mean¬ 
ing that a “toadstool is poisonous” 
more ludicrous is that the poisonous 
hallucinogenic Psilocybin fungi is al¬ 
ways referred to as ‘ ‘magic m ushrooms .’ ’ 

When I was a kid, a toadstool was 
a thing that popped up in the lawn 
overnight, and turned into an inky, 
slimy mass of black sludge a day or 
two later. . . and I thought for sure 
I’d be poisoned by just touching it! I 
now call that same toadstool a “shaggy 
mane” mushroom ( Coprinus comatus\ 

and recognize it as one of the most 

delicately flavored mushrooms of all, 
in its early stages. 

This feared “toadstool” of my boy-

KGB computer spy ring cracked, 1988 earthquake 
toll triple the average, child death study shows auto 
accidents a top killer, anti-gunners countered. . . 


TT N what is acknowledged to be the 
JL, first case of its kind, U.S. and West 
German authorities have broken up a 
major computer spy ring being run by 
the KGB. The ring used “computer- 
hackers” in West Germany to break 
into U.S. military computers around 
the world in order to steal classified 
data, passwords, and software. The KGB 
reportedly paid the hackers for their 
services with cash and drugs. 

According to the FBI at least 30 com¬ 
puter systems belonging to the mili¬ 
tary and defense contractors were 
broken into over the past two years. 
Once they had gained access to a sys¬ 
tem the hackers would systematically 
search its data base for information 
related to nuclear weapons, intelligence 
satellites, the Strategic Defense Ini¬ 
tiative, the space shuttle, and the 
North American Air Defense Com¬ 
mand. Among the systems reportedly 
broken into by the hackers was a 
Defense Department database known 
as “Optimus,” a NASA computer at the 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory in Pasadena, 
California, and two systems used by 
the Department of Energy for nuclear 
weapons and energy research at Los 
Alamos, New Mexico, and the Argonne 
National Laboratory in Illinois. 

1988 Earthquake Tolls — In a strange 
statistical quirk, 1988 saw fewer “sig¬ 
nificant” earthquakes than the year 
before, but at the same time saw an 
almost tripling of the worldwide yearly 
average of earthquake fatalities. Ex¬ 
perts blame the massive earthquake 
in Soviet Armenia for the abnormally 
high number of earthquake fatalities 
in 1988. 

According to the U.S. Geological Sur¬ 
vey, USGS, the average annual earth¬ 
quake death toll is about 10,000. 
According to Soviet estimates (which 
some experts dismiss as way too low) 
some 25,000 people died in the Arme¬ 
nian quake. Other earthquakes in 1988 
accounted for an additional 2,000-2,500 
deaths. The year’s toll was the highest 
since 1976 when an earthquake in 
China killed an estimated 250,000 
people. 


All told, the USGS recorded some 61 
“significant” earthquakes in 1988, 15 
fewer than 1987. The USGS rates an 
earthquake as “significant” if it has 
a magnitude of 6.5 or higher on the 
Richter scale. 

Child Safety Study — Researchers at 
the Boston based Johns Hopkins School 
of Public Health have released the 
results of the first comprehensive state 
by state study of injury-related child¬ 
hood deaths in the U.S. Injury is the 
leading cause of childhood death in this 
country, claiming some 10,000 lives 
each year. Among the findings, motor 
vehicle accidents accounted for some 
37 percent of deaths. Alaska has the 
highest injury-related death rate for 
children — 35 per 100,000, while Mass¬ 
achusetts has the lowest — 11.2 per 
100,000. Fires in the home and drown¬ 
ing accidents were the top child killers 
in some 21 states. 

Anna Walker, one of the project’s 
researchers, said basic safety precau¬ 
tions could substantially lower the 
number of children killed by injuries 
each year. “If we took all of the pre¬ 
vention strategies we know, like install¬ 
ing smoke detectors, putting fences 
around swimming pools, and wearing 
seat belts, we could lower the death 
rates by 29 percent.” 

Free Enterprise — While the liberal 
media and the anti-gun crowd con¬ 
tinue their hysteria about the evils 
of “assault rifles,” it is heartening to 
hear of at least one individual who 
was able to turn the tide on the anti¬ 
gun nuts. 

Robin Heid, a private investigator 
and freelance writer heard about an 
offer made by a Roman Catholic pri¬ 
est, Rev. Marshall Gourley of Denver, 
to give $100 to anyone surrendering 
a firearm. Mr. Heid surrendered a five 
year old, somewhat poorly made hand¬ 
gun (worth about $40), and collected 
his $100, which he is now planning 
to use as a down payment on an AR-15 
“assualt rifle.”

operate in the wilds, independent of commercial 
power and communications systems.

T HE putt-putt of the emergency 
generator can be heard in the 
background, unseen in the dark of 
night. 

A radio operator feverishly copies a 
special message, translating it from 
Morse. The message completed, he 
quickly acknowledges receipt on his 
own telegraph key, tears the message 
off the pad of blanks and hands it to 
the operator next to him. She nods and 
turns quickly back to her computer 
terminal and relays the message via 
satellite to a station a thousand miles 
away. 

Rain beats softly on the tarp strung 
up over their operating position in the 
middle of a forest. Hour after hour the 
team of operators works quietly, con¬ 
tacting station after station. 

War? Earthquake or flood? Could 
be. . . that is what emergency oper¬ 
ating is like. What these Amateur 
Radio operators are doing, however, is 
participating in Field Day, the biggest 
Ham contest there is. Each year, on the 
fourth full weekend in June, thousands 
of Radio Amateurs take to the fields 
and forests of the United States and 
Canada to set up emergency radio sta¬ 
tions and sharpen their operating skills 
in simulated emergency conditions. 

Field Day is open to all Radio Ama¬ 
teurs in the United States and Can¬ 
ada. Since the first Field Day in 1933, 
Hams have tested and sharpened their 
ability to operate independently of 
commercial power and fixed facilities. 
One might think that the uncount¬ 
able instances where Hams have oper¬ 
ated in aid of disaster relief would 
prove their capability, but as any sur¬ 
vival ist individual knows, if you don't 
practice and test your abilities you 
may lose your skills, or leave some 
flaw in your preparations unfound until 
it costs someone their life. 


This kind of directly applicable sur¬ 
vival training has been going on in the 
Amateur community for over half a 
century. . . it predates Civil Defense, 
fallout shelters and the modern sur- 
vivalist movement by many decades. It 
also provides a priceless opportunity for 
individuals and groups to establish ties 
to the emergency communicators in their 
communities and to gain practical 
experience in survival communications. 

“But I'm not a Ham!" you may say. 
Well, that's easily curable and the 
beginner's license carries all kinds of 
great new privileges, but until then, 
you should know that even unlicensed 
people can participate in Field Day. 
Short of actually controlling the oper¬ 
ation of one of the transmitters, there 
is nothing that an unlicensed par¬ 


ticipant cannot do. 

It occurs to me that Field Day would 
provide a golden opportunity for a sur- 
vivalist group to team up with an 
Amateur group, the survivalists provid¬ 
ing field facilities and logistical sup¬ 
port, the Hams doing the communicat¬ 
ing. Most Ham clubs and groups organ¬ 
ized primarily for Field Day have al¬ 
ready spent a great deal of time and 
energy with their preparations and it 
would probably be more politic (and, 
frankly, more valuable to you) to ap¬ 
proach your local Field Day group ask¬ 
ing to learn and offering to help with 
what they need you for. How's your 
Coleman stove cooking anyway? 

Actually, I've never seen a Field Day 
operation that couldn't use plenty of 
help setting up their antennas, shel¬ 
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ters, generators and whatnot. You can 
learn a lot about antennas by helping 
an expert put one together. Ditto gen¬ 
erators, and transceivers. One of the 
really important operation-related 
activities that helpers do is to keep the 
log for the guy or gal on the micro¬ 
phone or telegraph key. You’ll need to 
watch and ask some questions, at first, 
but once you catch the rhythm you can 
learn more about high pressure emer¬ 
gency communications by keeping the 
log than just about anything short of 
operating yourself. 

Legally, even an unlicensed person 
can speak over a station microphone, 
or use the key or keyboard, as long 
as the operation is supervised by a 
licensed Ham. Realistically, don’t ex¬ 
pect to do this until you really know 
what you’re doing and have the con¬ 
fidence of the station control operator. 
He is legally responsible for anything 
that the station transmits (he is even 
obligated to safeguard the station equip¬ 
ment) and most need a lot of convinc¬ 
ing to allow this. 

But once you think you could do a 
little operating, it wouldn’t hurt to ask. 
I recommend that you go out and get 
your own license before taking a shot 
at Field Day operating, itself. . . but, 
there is plenty to do for non-operators. 
By the way, once you get your Novice 
ticket (the beginner’s license), the Field 
Day group gets a special advantage for 
using Novice and Technician class 
operators. So, you will be quite wel¬ 
come in most groups, even with little 
experience and a lower class of Ham 
license. 

Rules — There are five basic cate¬ 
gories of Field Day station. While Field 
Day rules sometimes vary slightly from 
year to year, you can expect the rules 
I’m outlining (they are from the June 
1988 Field Day) to be pretty much 
what you’ll deal with this year. Don’t 
worry about it, they are the respon¬ 
sibility of the station licensee, control 
operators and Field Day group leaders. 

Class A Field Day stations are us¬ 
ually run by the bigger groups. They 
have three or more operators (not 
counting one Novice/Technician class 
operator position, which doesn’t count 
against them in competition) and must 
operate away from any prepared site 
and cannot use commercial power. 

Class B stations are one or two oper¬ 
ator set-ups. They are less publicized 
than the big club Class As, but can 
be a lot of fun. The rules are the same 
as for Class As. 

There are sub-categories called Class

A Battery and Class B Battery. These 
are special low power set-ups (5 watts, 
or less, radio power output) that must 
be run on other than motor driven 
generators. This includes batteries 
charged by solar power and wind, 
water or muscle driven generators. This 
sort of operation should be of partic¬ 
ular interest to survivalists and out- 
doorsmen who plan on carrying 
communications capability into remote 
areas or when vehicle transport is 
either unavailable or undesirable. 

My experience with this class of Field 
Day station is that it is potentially the 
most useful practice and one heck of 
a lot of fun. Although 5 watts doesn’t 
seem like a lot of power (and it’s not), 
with a decent antenna and an exper¬ 
ienced operator at the mike or key it 
can be enough for global communica¬ 
tions. I have worked stations in Siberia, 
South American and all over Europe 
on one or two watts from a battery 
powered transceiver. No kidding! I must 
admit that even I was amazed. 

Class C is another category of par¬ 
ticular interest. It is for stations that 
are mobile, or capable of being oper¬ 
ated from a vehicle in motion. This 
includes aeronautical (aircraft) and 
maritime (ship) mobile as well as land 
(car or truck) mobile stations. For the 
contest, the mobile station can be 
parked, but must be capable of mobile 
operation. I have seen teletype, CW 
(Morse) and even Amateur Radio satel¬ 
lite ground stations, as well as FM and 
Single Sideband voice used in mobile 
stations. The satellite guy actually had 
to park in order to acquire the satel¬ 
lite; Hams do not, as yet, have geosyn¬ 
chronous satellites and constant an¬ 
tenna tracking is a must. This makes 
two-way satellite relays very difficult 
for stations in a moving car. You would 
be surprised what can be accomplished 
in a moving car, however. I have the 
rare distinction of having worked Hams 
in each of the six inhabited conti¬ 
nents. . . while driving. . . in Morse 
CW! It takes a little practice and I 
don’t recommend it in heavy traffic, 
but there is just nothing like the thrill 
of chatting with a Ham on the other 
side of the world, in Morse, while driv¬ 
ing to work. My most interesting con¬ 
tact was working an operator on a 
freighter in the Red Sea while bump¬ 
ing along on a gravel road in North 


Dakota. Land mobile to maritime 
mobile CW contacts are pretty rare. 

Class D contest stations are for ops 
who wish to participate in Field Day, 
but use their normal station location 
and commerical power. 

Class E stations also operate from 
home, but use emergency power. I did 
this one year because I had an emer¬ 
gency generator in the basement. It 
powered the whole house and was 
acquired because both my furnace con¬ 
trols and boiler pumps, as well as my 
home’s sump pump were electrically 
operated. I didn’t want to be frozen or 
flooded out in case the power failed. In 
rural North Dakota, emergency pre¬ 
paredness was not an abstract concept. 

Scores are computed by counting the 
number of stations with which you 
have two-way contact, with certain 
multipliers and bonuses. CW contacts 
count as two points, voice, as one. If 
all your contacts were done on low 
power (5 watts, or less), you multiply 
your score by 5; if all your contacts are 
made with moderate power (150 watts, 
or less), mulitply by 2. If any contacts 
are made using higher power, there is 
no multiplier. 

Bonus points are given for things 
like origination or relaying formal mes¬ 
sages (radiograms), making contacts 
via communications satellite and mak¬ 
ing at least 5 contacts with equipment 
powered by “natural” sources such as 
solar, wind or even methane and grain 
alcohol fueled generators. 

Stations in contact must exchange 
a minimum of their call letters, the 
number of transmitters and class of 
their operation and their ARRL geo¬ 
graphical section. The American Radio 
Relay League is the national Ham 
organization and sponsors Field Day. 
An example that the League gives in 
their rules is, “. . . to operate three 
transmitters Class A category from 


Missouri, you would send, ‘3A Mis¬ 
souri .’ ” Stations outside of the U.S. and 
Canada need only give their location 
and a standard “RST” signal report 
to be counted as a valid contest contact. 

This year, the contest begins on Sat¬ 
urday, 24 June at 1800 UTC (Univer¬ 
sal Coordinated Time, what used to be 
called Greenwich Mean Time). This 
means 1400 Eastern Daylight Time, 
1300 Central Daylight Time, noon 
Mountain Daylight Time and 1100 
Pacific Daylight Time. The contest 
period ends the next day, Sunday, 25 
June at 2100 UTC (1700 EDT, 1600 
CDT, 1500 MDT, and 1400 PDT). 

There is a special premium for Class 
A and B stations that do no pre-con¬ 
test setting up. This is to encourage 
skills in putting emergency stations 
on the air as quickly as possible. If 
they do not begin their set-up until the 
actual start of the contest at 1800 
LTTC on Saturday, they get to operate 
the entire 27 hour contest period. 
Otherwise, they can start setting-up 
anytime after 1800 on Friday, but can 
operate for no more than 24 consecu¬ 
tive hours, once they get on the air. 

You may find Ham club members 
working as technicians at radio and 
television stations, or at your local tel¬ 
ephone central switching office. A bet¬ 
ter idea is to contact the ARRL. Ama¬ 
teur Radio Clubs are almost univer¬ 
sally affiliated with the League, and 
they make it their business to keep 
a directory of clubs and volunteer in¬ 
structors, keyed to locations around 
the nation. 

Tell them where you are and they’ll 
tell you where the nearest club is. If 
the club isn’t running a Field Day 
exercise, they will let you know who, 
in your area, is. The League’s address 
is: ARRL, 225 Main Street, Newing¬ 
ton, CT 06111. A stamped self-add¬ 
ressed envelope would be helpful. •

Reports in the magazines Outdoor 
Life, Backpacker and medical journals 
have indicated there may be beneficial 
effects of applying electric shocks to 
victims of snakebite immediately after 
the bite occurs. While doctors and scien¬ 
tists are investigating these claims, this 
treatment is not officially approved by 
anyone. 

Yet the reports continue to be made 
of alleviated pain and swelling of the 
bite area and minimal or no tissue 
damage to the bite area if electric 
shocks are applied immediately after 
the bite. 

The Scorpion is intended to be used 
as a personal protection device, giving 
shocks of 50,000 volts, or 25,000 volts 
for use on dogs bitten by snakes. Ap¬ 
proval by the U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration for use on humans is 
likely to be years away and only then 
if such treatment is scientifically pro¬ 
ven effective. 

But meantime, the Scorpion could be 
applied to canine snakebite victims as 
first aid. Whether or not this device 
is used, the animal should always be 
taken to a veterinarian for standard 
snakebite treatment as soon as pos¬ 
sible. This magazine and the maker 
do not recommend using the Scorpion 
on human snakebite victims. Always 
seek professional medical care for 
the victim as quickly as possible. See 
‘"Poisonous Snakes of the United States” 
in April 1989 ASG, for snakebite first 
aid instructions.

A MT (that’s Arcadia Machine & 
Tool, Inc.) of Irwindale, Califor¬ 
nia, has a reputation for making high 
quality firearms ranging from .22 rifles 
to .45 pistols. A new gun is chambered 
for the .30 Carbine round. 

We recently tried out two handguns 
in their line, the .380 Backup and 
Automag II semiautomatic pistols. 
These were designed for self defense 
and, in the case of the unique Auto¬ 
mag II, for hunting as well. 

The .380 Backup semiautomatic 
pistol holds 5 rounds in the magazine. 
It’s intended as a reliable pocket secu¬ 
rity pistol for civilians and law enforce¬ 
ment personnel. It’s small, thin and 
easily concealable. Finish is matte 
stainless steel with black plastic check¬ 
ered grips. 

There are two safeties on the .380, 


a grip safety like that on the 1911-A1 
and a trigger lock button safety on the 
left side of the pistol behind the trig¬ 
ger. Sights are a crude notch and blade 
arrangement since this gun is not 
designed for much range. 

It is made to fire .380 Automatic full 
metal jacketed ammunition but will 
also fire some hollow point cartridges. 
Our gun was throated to handle the 
potent Winchester Silvertip hollow 


point round. This is a minor guns- 
mithing job and can be done quickly 
by a competent gunsmith. This handy 
little pistol has been around for nearly 
15 years now and has proven itself as 
a compact, reliable backup gun for self 
defense.

Foreign Travel 
Troubles 

Unforeseen red tape and a lack of familiarity with the local culture led to 
problems and dangers on a South American off-roading trip for 
Tom and Deanna McMullen ...

T OM McMullen, chairman of Mc¬ 
Mullen Publishing, and his wife 
Deanna say they’ve learned some 
valuable lessons about foreign travel 
safety and procedures after an aborted 
four-wheel drive excursion in South 
America. 

Flying to Caracas, Venezuela, in 
February where they met some friends 
and all of them purchased new 4WD 
Jeeps, the McMullens planned to drive 
with their companions through Ven¬ 
ezuela and Brazil. They were going to 
leave their Jeep in storage in Sao 
Paulo and fly home from Asuncion, 
Paraguay, three weeks after arriving 
on the continent. 

But unforeseen difficulties in getting 
permission to drive their new vehicle 
out of Venezuela led to repeated delays 
there and only a few days spent actu¬ 
ally traveling through the countryside 
and off-roading before they had to 
return to the U.S. During their stay 
in Venezuela they were the victims of 
an attempted robbery near one of the 
hotels they stayed in in Caracas and 
experienced tremendous frustration as 
they attempted to persuade govern¬ 
ment officials to let them leave the 
country. Even the return trip home 
was not without its difficulties. 

“Venezuela, once you got out of the 
tourist areas, was very friendly,” said 
Tbm McMullen. “Everything was great. 

Gas was only 15 cents a gallon, the 

food was cheap (and good), leather 
goods and other stuff were real cheap. 
The hotels were good and pretty cheap.” 
And they enjoyed their brief travels

through the countryside while they 
waited for government officials to 
process their papers, he said. But 
because of the longer than anticipated 
delays, they were unable to see enough 
of the sights and do much serious off- 
roading. “Every single day they (Ven¬ 
ezuelan government officials) said, 
‘tomorrow, mariana, mariana, mariana.’ 
Every day you waited for the next day 
to go and every day they said the 
same thing — ‘tomorrow.’ And so there 
you were on the edge of your seat for 
21 days and you never got to go” 

Problems On Arrival - Arriving at 

the airport in early February, their 
troubles began right away. They each 
brought 200 pounds of equipment with 
them — clothes, emergency supplies, 


weeks attempting to get government permission to 

medicines, insect repellent and towing 
gear, etc. They went through customs 
at the airport quickly, loaded all their 
belongings into a taxi and headed for 
their hotel. 

They were pulled over at a military 
checkpoint as soon as they got on the 
highway and all their belongings were 
promptly confiscated by soldiers who 
told them, through their driver/inter¬ 
preter, that they did not have the 
proper papers for their baggage. After 
much time haggling with the soldiers, 
their driver convinced them to pay a 
$160 (2,000 Venezuelan Bolivars) bribe 
and they were allowed to leave the 

checkpoint with their baggage. They 
wound up paying quite a few such 
bribes, politely referred to as “tips” in 
order to get around in the country,

though this first one was the largest. 

The next day after picking up their 
new Jeep at the local Jeep dealership, 
they learned that there is a Venezue¬ 
lan law requiring all new vehicles to 
remain in the country at least six 
months. 

Thus began a more than two-week 
delay while they sought to persuade 
Venezuelan officials to permit them to 
drive to Brazil. 

“The bottom line was they (the new 
vehicles) have to be six months old 
before you can leave the country. It’s 
a law. And nobody seemed to know 
that, or they forgot,” McMullen said. 
“So we ended up spending three weeks 
going form pillar to post and from 
place to place trying to talk to the 
right people and get letters and get 
paperwork and get releases and brib¬ 
ing officials,” he said. 

“I had no idea of the problems we 


would run into. For a stranger down 
there it can be rather scary.” He noted 
that one day during the wait they had 
decided to go for a walk outside their 
hotel. They wound up strolling through 
a slum area next to the hotel and 
noticed they were being followed. 

“A couple of guys said something to 
us in Spanish,” said Deanna McMullen. 
“We just kept walking and were almost 
out (of the ghetto). Tom said one guy 
was following us, but then he was in 
front of us. I looked back and saw a 
couple of guys running up on us. I told 
Tom... we should run. He thought I 
was kidding. No sooner had I said that 
than they rushed us. One came over 
to me and grabbed me at the neck try¬ 
ing to get my necklace. I grabbed for 
it and my glasses got knocked off” 

' There was a brief scuffle and the 
McMullens ran away from their assail¬ 
ants. They later returned with a police¬ 


man but the perpetrators were gone. 
Back at the hotel Deanna found she 
still had on most of her necklace and 
had lost only one part of it. 

“I guess we were really lucky” she 
said. We knew we shouldn't wear any 
jewelry and thought we’d left every¬ 
thing in the (hotel) room. We just for¬ 
got I had them.” 

A foreigner should, as the guide 
books say, avoid looking well to do, 
Jbm McMullen noted. He became aware 
of the crime problems in Caracas when 
he noticed that police ride “dirt bikes” 
so they can maneuver quickly through 
the heavy auto traffic. They all wear 
ballistic vests and carry machine 
pistols, he said. “The bad guys ride 
motorcycles and they pull up to you 
at intersections, put a gun in your face 
and take everything you’ve got and 
then they split between the traffic and 
nobody can catch them. . . Don’t look 
like you’ve got any money. Wear your 
worst clothes. Let your car get dirty 
I mean don’t look like you’ve got a 
dime because they’re going to get you.” 

If he had known then what he knows 
now about the situation there, Mc¬ 
Mullen said, “I would have had that 
paperwork in my hands for those Jeeps 
before I left the U.S.” 

While they waited they did take a 
couple of days and traveled into the 
Venezuelan countryside, visiting some 
wilderness areas and parks. They were 
ordered out of some areas by Venezue¬ 
lan officials and frequently had to pay 
bribes to soldiers at military check¬ 
points on the highways, Jbm McMullen 
said. 

While traveling in the countryside 
they found that their maps were not 
always reliable. “If you know you’re 
going to a certain place you can be 
pretty sure that the place exists but 
the road will show (on the map) paved 
and it won’t be paved, or it’ll show 
unpaved and it might be paved. Even 
if it’s paved you have no idea what 
you’re going to get for a road” 

Some of the maps they used they 
bought in the U.S. and others they 
purchased in Venezuela but all of them 
proved unreliable, he observed. “One 
showed a highway over 1,000 miles 
long and it didn’t even exist,” he said. 
“It had never been built. Somebody 
told the auto club that they were going 
to put that highway in years ago and 
they put it on the map but it’s not 
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there. There’s nothing there.” After 
nearly three weeks of waiting, the 
McMullens and the rest of their party, 
including their friends Frank and Eve¬ 
lyn Currie, were told by Venezuelan 
officials they could drive through 
Venezuela and wait at the border town 
of Santa Elena de Uairen and a plane 
would fly to them there with their 
papers allowing them to cross the 
border and continue on their journey 
int( Brazil. This they did, arriving at 
the border town after a two-day road 
trip. 

But the plane was late in coming 
and the McMullens ran out of time. 
Their companions waited a few days 
longer and were eventually able to con¬ 
tinue on into Brazil before returning 
to the U.S. Tom and Deanna McMullen 
drove back to Caracas. 

Their homebound airline reserva¬ 
tions from Asuncion were not honored 
and they had to buy new tickets and 
pay $100 extra for only half the bag¬ 
gage weight they entered the country 
with. But they did return safely to the 
U.S., leaving their Jeep in storage at 
the dealership in Caracas. Tbm has the 
option of selling it there — ‘Til prob¬ 
ably take a beating if I do” — or re¬ 
turning later for it and trying again 
to travel through Brazil as they had 
originally planned. 

One bright spot of their trip was 
that they managed to leave Venezuela 
only days before rioting broke out and 
many people were killed over a govern¬ 
ment economic austerity plan includ¬ 
ing a devaluing of the currency. In this 
respect the McMullens considered 
themselves fortunate. 

If you are planning a trip to a for¬ 
eign country, Tom McMullen said, 
“read everything you can get your 
hands on about the country before you 
go.” Although they felt they learned 
a lot from the travel books they con¬ 
sulted before the trip (the Prentice 
Hall 1989 South American Handbook 
and Fodor’s ’89 South America) there 
were things they would like to see 
added to those guides to help other 
American travelers. 

“Be prepared,” Tom McMullen said. 
“Take every map you can find, read 
everything you can about the specific 
country you’re going to. Deal in their 
currency. Don't even show an Ameri¬ 
can dollar bill there because you don’t 
know what it’s worth.” The best cur¬ 
rency exchange rates are at banks or 

other financial outlets in the country 
you travel in, he said. “Try not to look 
like an American Tourist, because 
you’re going to be had.” •

and retain their urge to hurt or kill, 
especially if the pay is right. 

As you enter the recreational areas 
(or your neighbor’s back forty), be sure 
and get a map of the main trails and 
campsites. Wandering out of the main 
areas and onto side trails could become 
a costly mistake. The growers are not 
as likely to work in the highly traveled 
areas. They tend to plant and harvest 
where the public normally does not 
trek. If, however, the needed water sup¬ 
ply is near or on the regular trails, 
they will use the area and then try to 
keep people out by whatever means 
they feel they can get away with includ-

A CCORDING to a recent report 
of recreational travel, there are 
over 98,000 miles of trails, 75,000 
miles of fishing streams and over 191 
million acres of rolling forest and grass¬ 
lands in our national forest system. 

These figures do not reflect state 
owned or privately owned forest areas. 
Add the State and private sectors and 
we have an over-abundance of fantastic 
areas for hiking, backpacking, fishing, 
canoeing or just passing away the time 
in a campsite. And, in most cases, any¬ 
one of these areas may be just a few 
minutes drive from where you live. 

Sounds great doesn’t it? It is great, 
and we, as U.S. citizens are very for¬ 
tunate to have such a large land re¬ 
serve available to us. However, like 
most good things, there are some pro¬ 
blems within these areas that you 
should be aware of if you plan to enter 
them for recreation. These problems are 
growing daily and will continue to do 
so until the governments decide to de¬ 
clare total war against the producers 
of marijuana, instead of declaring lip- 
service war just to get elected or re¬ 
elected to a job. 

The marijuana growers have invaded 
our recreational areas in such mass 
that our regular law enforcement per¬ 
sonnel are unable to cope with the 
problem. 

Not only are additional laws, money, 
equipment and training needed to com¬ 
bat this problem, but many more well 
trained personnel. 

Some reports have indicated the 


growers and “weed” have been reduced 
by as much as 60 percent in our na¬ 
tional forests. That figure sounds good 
to me if it is factual. It is a good be¬ 
ginning. Until such time as the growers 
and goons are pushed out of business 
and into the jails for long stays, I sug¬ 
gest that you and your hiking friends 
be extremely careful when enjoying 
the pleasures of the great outdoors. 

The front-line law enforcement effort 
is small, but has a very high morale 
factor and good track records to show 
for many long and hazardous manhours 
in the combat zones and court rooms. 

They also spend many hours of special 
training, planning and looking over 
their shoulders to be sure a big-time 
producer has not put a price on their 
heads. A recent news item from South 
American noted a million dollar bounty 
for any U.S. Drug Enforcement Agent. 
If the marijuana trade continues to 
spread, that kind of money might be 
put out for some local enforcement 
people, too. 

There have been good advancements 
in equipment and special operations 
training for some front-line enforce¬ 
ment people, but not near enough train¬ 
ing, nor enough people. If for example, 
more enforcement people were taught 
proper recon tactics, ambush tactics 
and proper use of some of their hi-tech 
equipment, the percentage of captures 
would probably increase two fold. The 
grower’s know every trick of the trade 
and the armed guards (goons) know as 
much or more about perimeter protec¬ 
tion as our law enforcement person¬ 
nel. Many of the guards are former 
vets with a lot of boonie experience, 
perimeter protection device knowledge 


ing booby traps that harm and alerting 
devices that do no more than make a 
loud noise. 

Other trap devices may include, but 
not be limited to, armed guards, falling 
log traps, explosive devices, shotgun 
traps, foot and leg traps, poison feeds 
for animals, fragmentation grenade 
booby traps, pungi-stake traps of sev¬ 
eral varieties or very mean dogs. Any 
person entering a suspected area should 
learn to observe for signs that traps 
or people are present and learn a few 
rules of conduct. 

Following any or all of the below 
suggestions may save your life or pre¬ 
vent serious pain or injury. You might 
want to set up a pre-hike session with 
your fellow hiker/campers to review the 
suggestions. 

Watch where you walk. Be aware of 
unusual items on the trails or outer 
perimeter of camping areas. 

Do not touch or kick the unusual 
items, including strings, ropes or 
stretched wires. Do not investigate 
their origin. 

Stay on mapped/marked trails when 
possible. 

Move slowly and carefully. Be pre¬ 
pared to move in any direction which 
may carry your body away from a 
hazard. 

If in groups, let any trained point 
man be the lead walker, or at least 
anyone with good eyesight. 

If “Posted,” “Keep-Out” or “Danger” 
signs are found, be they official look¬ 
ing or homemade, follow their direc¬ 
tions: Keep the hell out! Within a few 
feet of the sign, a booby trap may be 
waiting for a hard-headed hiker. 

If other persons are seen and they 
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Within a few meters of 
this location a guard was 
on duty. Sweat, sore 
muscles and recon 
“smarts” proved effective 
in his arrest.

do not appear to be campers or forest 
service personnel, leave them alone. 
Change directions if possible. 

Do NOT attempt to deactivate any 
boobytrap that you might encounter. 
Mark the area for other hikers and 
report the finding to law enforcement 
personnel. Let the professionals han¬ 
dle the deactivation. 

Report any unusual items or move¬ 
ments of persons or vehicles to law 
enforcement personnel. Let them sort 
out the good from the bad. 

Always have a first-aid kit, knife and 
some type of emergency signal device 

with you when hiking. 

Recon — When trouble erupts, such 
as a raid by law enforcement person¬ 
nel, the “farmers” and the lab workers 


are the first to high-tail it out of the 
area. They have special trails to follow 
or vehicles stashed in various places 
to make their get-away. Good recon 
prior to a raid usually covers all es¬ 
cape routes and potential vehicles. The 
bad guys that are left to protect the 
crop or the processing lab are the 
guards. They can be very dangerous, 
especially in the first few minutes of 
a raid. 

The guards may be dressed in cover¬ 
alls or the best set of BDUs. Their 
weapons may include full auto Uzis, 
M16s or a single shot 12 gauge shot¬ 
gun. Regardless of what weapon they 

have, they will know how to use it, 
especially if they get boxed in. Many 
of the security personnel are former 
vets with plenty of experience in booby 


traps, perimeter defense and kill 
methods. Some may appear as back- 
woods rednecks, but looks do not tell 
the story of their experience or urge 
to do their jobs. 

If you are approached by anyone on 
the trail and that person tells you to 
“Get the hell out of here!”. . . do it! 
Do not try to argue with him or try 
to be a John Wayne. That’s a dumb 
move. 

One very careless act that can quickly 
get you into trouble is spending too 
much time looking at things you should 
not be seeing. If you are canoeing 

down a river and gee a crop of “grass” 

growing, keep moving. Stopping to in¬ 
vestigate might not be healthy. When 
time comes to set up camp on a trail 
or along the river, I suggest a recon-

naissance of the surrounding area to 
assure that you are not setting up 
camp next to a crop or a potential lab. 
If you spot any signs or quasi-struc¬ 
tures, where they should not be. . . 
move on. Stopping to stare or take 
photographs of any unusual site may 
cause the security personnel to get 
antsy. You do not want that problem 
in the middle of the boonies. 


A prime sign of a potential mari¬ 
juana field is dead fish in a river or 
dead wildlife ashore and along the 
trails. Crops require a lot of fertilizer 
which may wash into the steams and 
kill fish. In the case of dead fish, you 
will probably be downstream from the 
field. The “farmers” also put out a lot 
of animal type poisons to kill off any 
wildlife that may destroy, by whatever 


means, the crop. If you see dead wild¬ 
life in an area, try moving away as 
soon as possible. 

Be aware of any unusually high 
number of deer stands; tree types or 
man made tower types. If there seems 
to be too many deer stands for a small 
area, you may be looking at guard sta¬ 
tions. It would be best to leave the 
area. 

Finding piles of trees in no-cut/no- 
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fire forest areas may mean a field has 
been cleared for a crop. Also, the pile 
of trees and/or brush may be a well 
concealed guard “cubbie-hole.” It is 
unusual to find these piles along the 
basic or main trails. Most likely, a 
wandering hiker would run into that 
type of problem. Making a fast about 
face would be a wise move in this 
situation. 

Canoers and rafters should remain 
alert for man-made water re-direction 
systems along rivers and streams. 
Marijuana requires a lot of water to 
grow properly. “Farmers” and workers 
have been known to change a creek's 
direction of flow to irrigate the field. 
In most cases, any legal or authorized 
water route changes will be on your 
guide maps. Even if the re-routing is 
deep enough and wide enough for your 
canoe, I suggest you stay in the main 
stream and keep on going. 

The hard-to-see monotype fishing 
lines are the most frequently used 
booby trap or alarm system trip lines. 
The line is strong and very difficult 
to see when covered with leaves or 
blending debris. Some hikers carry 
walking sticks to check out any sus¬ 
picious piles of leaves or any other 
unusual items on the trail. If the walk¬ 
ing stick is used in a light manner, 
it can detect strings and pungi-stake 
holes without releasing the string or 
causing the hole top to fall in. Please 
note that I said, “in a light manner.” 
Using the stick like a baseball bat 
may cause the trap to activate. Pungi- 
stake holes may also have a line that 
activates a second trap which could 
blow your head off. 

Should, by chance, your foot or walk¬ 
ing stick make contact with a tripline, 
stop immediately. If your foot or stick 
is still suspended in air, hold it there. 
Relax, breathe slowly and let the 
foot/stick move slowly and carefully in 
the reverse direction. Once the line is 
away from your foot or stick, pivot on 
the other foot and try to re-step your 
last foot imprints, if possible. Get away 
from the device. It may still activate 
even though you did not totally force 
the line forward. Leave the are as soon 
as you mark the trail to warn off 
others. 

As was mentioned in the rules, DO 
NOT try to de-activate the trap. Some 
traps have a back-up device to protect 
the main trap. Trying to solve one 
problem may cause a more severe 
secondary problem for you. 

Disturbed leaves, loose or freshly dug 
dirt or other unusual debris may be 
an indication of a foot/leg trap. This 


type of trap is designed after the Viet 
Cong pungi-stake trap except that the 
bottom of the hole may have very long 
sharp nails which will pierce the soles 
of most hiking shoes or boots. Or, in 
some cases, the bottom of the hole will 
house a very large steel trap. The steel 
trap could easily amputate a child's 
leg. Even though the military boots are 
not as comfortable as the modern hik¬ 
ing shoe or boot, I prefer them in 
areas where traps may be found. The 
steel protective plate in the sole and 
the tough fabric or leather around the 
ankle may help reduce any injury. The 
U.S. M-83 Boot and the U.S. Jungle 
Boots are recommended for the haz¬ 
ardous areas. 

Alarms — All trap devices may not be 
the type that will cause injuries or 
death. In some regions the growers 
prefer an audible alarm to killer de¬ 
vices. The alarm may sound at the 
point of activation or it may sound 
only in close range of the workers on¬ 
site. Regardless, if you trip a line, do 
not go any further up that trail. The 
next trap device may not be a simple 
sound device. Signs that alarm systems 
exist in an area are normally seen as 
wires in trees or strung across bushes. 
The lines usually run towards the 
field, or may be wires to the alarm 
system power source. Leave them alone. 

A lot of our national park systems 
and many state-owned parks do not 
permit dogs within the park area, even 
if they are leashed. When trekking, 
keep a watchful eye out for dog prints 
and human prints, too. Some security 
systems in the forest areas call for the 
use of some very mean dogs. Pit bulls 
have been found at several sites. 

Vehicles are many times a dead giv¬ 
eaway that “pot” is being grown in an 
area. If you see vehicles that do not 
match the forest worker vehicles, move 
in another direction. Many stolen 4x4s, 
pickup trucks and even some military 
vehicles have been found at the grow¬ 
ing sites. The large amounts of fer¬ 
tilizer require the use of vehicles. The 
bad guys also hide getaway vehicles 
in brush piles or old abandoned barns. 
Leave the vehicles alone. Some have 
been found with perimeter protection 
devices. 

If you are going into a specified area 
for camping, try to locate a park ran¬ 
ger or law enforcement person to find 
out if they have any problems within 
the area you wish to camp in. If either 
suggest you stay out of the area, it is 
best that you do so. There are other 
areas that are safe. 


Once you set up camp, do not wander 
too far from it. At night keep your fire 
burning (if permitted) or some form of 
light going for as long as possible. 
Your fire or lights will alert any bad 
guys to your presence if they have not 
already spotted you. It is best to let 
them know you are there and have no 
plans to cause them problems. If they 
think you should leave, a couple of the 
goons might visit your camp or place 
a shot through your coffee pot. Either 
method seems to stir up enough energy 
to move the camp, regardless of how 
tired you thought you were. 

If you hear odd noises around the 
camp, do not leave to investigate. If the 
noise happens to be law enforcement 
personnel that are in the woods for one 
reason or another, they will find you. 
Trying to see booby traps or armed 
guards in the night is not easy. Stay 
in camp and mind your own busi¬ 
ness. . . or at least look like you are 
trying to mind your own business. 

There are plenty of forest/park areas 
of our nation’s wilderness that are 
untouched by the drug and marijuana 
crud. The odds are that you will not 
encounter this type of person or their 
deadly traps, but I advise that you 
stay alert to any and all problems of 
such nature. Do not hesitate to make 
noise as you travel the trails or in 
your camp. Do not try to sneak around 
to prevent being seen. They may think 
you are law enforcement personnel and 
start shooting or setting off perimeter 
devices. 

Upon return to civilization report any 
odd or unusual situation to the park 
rangers or other law enforcement peo¬ 
ple. If you actually see a growing field 
or one being harvested, try to mark 
it on the map for the authorities. If 
you do your share of being a good citi¬ 
zen within the forest and upon our 
rivers, the drug goons can be hurt so 
badly that they might decide to move 
out. 

According to a recent Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Agency report, there is a boom 
in domestic growing. The DEA esti¬ 
mates that from 60 to 80 percent of 
the marijuana stays within the growing 
area and the remainder is shipped 
across state lines or into Mexico and 
Canada. 

Marijuana is BIG business. They will 
do whatever is needed to grow, har¬ 
vest, sell and protect their crop. If you 
or your family get in, or even get close 
to getting in, their way, I can assure 
you they will cause you harm. You can 
still enjoy our wilderness, but just be 
careful and smart. •

FNC Assault 

Rifle Z Simplicity from the word go. . . 


By Budl Lai 


O NE of the most popular military 
rifles in the world today is the 
Belgian FN FAL (Fusil Automatique 
Leger — or, Light Automatic Rifle), 
chambered for the equally popular 
7.62mm NATO round. Of select fire 
design, it takes its cartridges from a 
20-round box magazine. 

As early as 1963, according to Edward 
Clinton Ezell’s Small Arms Of The 
World , 12th edition , engineers at Fab¬ 
rique Nationale began working on a 
new design that would accept the 
5.56X45mm cartridge. What they came 
up with was the CAL, or Light Auto¬ 
matic Carbine, a gun that was expen¬ 
sive to make, difficult to service, and 
with a short life expectancy in combat. 
This is not the type of small bore 
weapon they were seeking, so the CAL 
was dumped and a completely new 
rifle designed for the 5.56mm cartridge 
was developed — the FNC assault rifle 
(FN Carbine). 

When work began on the FNC de¬ 
sign, all the drawbacks of the CAL 
were taken into consideration. FN 
engineers did their homework, because 
the FNC is simplicity from the word 
go. Here’s a rifle that is easy to field 
strip — no tools are required — main¬ 
tain and reassemble. It’s also easy to 
manufacture. While the lower receiver 
is machined from an aluminum bil¬ 
let, the upper is of stamped sheet 
metal and steel casting. The upper and 
lower receivers hinge open so in this 
respect they’re like the FAL. While the 
bolt and bolt carrier assembly are simi¬ 
lar in design to the Kalashnikov, this 
assembly is refined and considered by 
some to be superior. 



Howard Reed is a staunch advocate for the FNC. He shoots both the FNC and FAL on a regular 
basis. 
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The FNC’s rotary bolt head features 
two opposing locking lugs and the unit 
locks up with the barrel extension, 
thus relieving the receiver assembly 
of having to absorb firing stresses. The 
bolt also features a small stud that 
joins the bolt with the bolt carrier. 
This stud is responsible for camming 
the bolt into the locked and unlocked 
positions. You’ll also find a feed lug 
on the bolt that chambers fresh rounds 
from the magazine, and another lug 
that starts the bolt rotating and en¬ 
sures primary extraction. 

The bolt carrier assembly breaks 
down into three major components — 
the bolt carrier, the piston, and the 
piston rod, this latter component of 
which is hollowed out to accept the 
return spring. You’ll find the cocking 
handle fitted into this assembly, too, 
and in addition to functioning as a 
charging handle it can also be used 
as a forward assist should a round not 
chamber easily. The cocking handle is 
also used to hold the bolt open. 

The FNC comes with a tubular fold¬ 
ing stock that is one of the best avail¬ 
able. When compared to Colt’s CAR-15 
with its 16-inch barrel, the FNC comes 
with a 17.68-inch barrel, yet is about 
four inches shorter overall when both 
have their stocks folded. This stock is 
well-designed; it was adopted for the 
Galil. The well-balanced straight stock 
design of the FNC also cuts down on 
muzzle climb and lessens felt recoil

Another feature that makes the FNC 
desirable, even though it is minor, is 
the fact the front sling swivel rotates 
about the barrel. This allows the user 
to carry the FNC in just about any 
position with the sling.

carried over the shoulder. If you want 
to carry it in the assault position you 
have to run the sling through the front 
sight, which isn’t too slick. 

One more point in favor of this rifle 
over the AIl-lS and similar guns is the 
fact that in the event of a stoppage, 
the operating knob can be actuated 
while the piece is still shouldered. A 
big draw back is the fact the bolt does 
not remain locked open upon firing the 
last round. If you run dry, after swap¬ 
ping magazines you have to recharge 
the gun. The FNC is a gas operated 
firearm. As propellant gases drive the 
bullet down the bore, part of the gas 
is bled off into the gas cylinder. You 
can adjust the regulator to provide just 
enough gas to satisfactorily operate the 
piston, which is driven back to operate 
the bolt carrier and drive it to the rear. 

The 30-shot FNC magazine is fabri¬ 


cated of steel, including the follower, 
and while it’s slightly heavier than the 
aluminum Colt mags — which are in- 
terchangable — they aren’t that much 
so. The fact they’re a heck of a lot 
stronger makes them worth every frac¬ 
tion of an ounce you have to carry. 
However, if these mags are used in a 
Colt, they won’t actuate the bolt hold- 
open device when the last shot is fired, 
either. 

It was in September 1980 that FN 
introduced their FNC 80 series rifles. 
These models came with one of two 
different barrel twist rates. The FNC 
Model number 2000 was offered with 
a 1-in-12-inch twist barrel for use with 
Ml93 military ammo, while the num¬ 
ber 0000 came with a l-in-7-inch twist 
barrel, designed to stabilize the later 
SS109 (XM855) bullet.

The FNC is gas operated, and by rotating the 
gas cylinder assembly, you can regulate gas 
pressure to the piston. This is important because 
if fouling begins to cause cycling problems, you 
can boost gas pressure. 


The FNC also features an integral 
scope mount. The front sight is ele¬ 
vation adjustable with the sight cor¬ 
rection tool, while the rear peep sight 
is windage adjustable. The rear sight 
is of the “L” configuration, with 
apertures for 250 and 400 meter 
ranges. Most of us will be using this 
rifle with the standard metallic sights, 
but they’re good enough for most appli¬ 
cations. I’ve shot this piece with a lot 
of different commercial ammo and have 
averaged three-inch five-shot groups 
quite often. The best I’ve come up with 
is a three-shot group of two inches, 
which is very respectable with these 
light bullets when you consider the 
FNC doesn’t have a match trigger and 
the 100 yard bull doesn’t offer you 
match accuracy, either. 

Of all the guns of 5.56mm type out 
there today, I feel the FNC is one of 
the best. Only the Galil can be con¬ 
sidered to have any advantages over 
it. It’s well-made, accurate, easy to oper¬ 
ate and maintain, and is precision 
built. You can’t ask for much more 
than that anyway you look at it. •

What makes the United States so vulnerable to a terrorist onslaught 
is the incredible array of targets in our society. . .

A N ear-splitting explosion rocks the 
western desert southwest of Salt 
Lake City A key grounding point is 
destroyed and every telephone in six 
western states is neutralized. 

A tiny relay in a Canadian power 
station is sabotaged and a portion of 
America’s East Coast, from Main to 
New Jersey, is plunged into darkness. 

A terrorist organization fires a war¬ 
head from a Libyan-supplied rocket 
launcher at a liquified natural gas 
storage complex. The resulting holo¬ 
caust turns several blocks, of South 
Chicago into a raging inferno. 

Members of a militant Jewish organi¬ 
zation detonate bombs in the corporate 


offices of a major company selling stra¬ 
tegic goods to an Arab nation. Another 
corporation is attacked by a religious 
anti-Semitic neo-Nazi group for sell¬ 
ing arms to Israel. 

According to a recent survey, con¬ 
ducted by the FBI’s Terrorist Analysis 
Center in Quantico, Virgina, terrorism 
is on the increase, domestically. 

According to Brian Jenkins, a ter¬ 
rorism expert with the RAND Corpo¬ 
ration, terrorism will be with us well 
into the next century, and will be used 
by many nations, routinely, as a method 
of conducting violent diplomacy and 
surrogate warfare against other states. 
More ominously, terrorist tactics will 
be utilized by private groups with an 
ax to grind against various govern¬ 
ment agencies, public utilities, private 
corporations, or troublesome private 


citizens. 

Already, some private armies have 
been organized and have taken to the 
field. Some are actually hit squads for 
foreign nations, such as the Islamic 
Al-Ruken in Chicago. It was recently 
reported by the FBI that this terrorist 
gang, formally known as the Black- 
stone Rangers, received several million 
dollars from Libya to carry out terrorist 
attacks on American targets. 

What makes the United States so 
vulnerable to a terrorist onslaught is 
the incredible array of targets in our 
society. There are thousands of miles 
of unprotected railroad tracks, bridges, 
highways and culverts, switching facil¬ 
ities for trains, oil and gas pipelines 
and electrical transmission lines. . . all 
waiting for the terrorist bomb. 

America is basically a trusting soci¬ 
ety. It is assumed that those facilities 
built for our good and comfort will be 
respected and left alone. We do not 
have barbed wire fences or guards 
around our national infrastructure as 
is found in other nations. This is a 
chink in our armor which terrorist 
groups will inevitably exploit. 

Terrorists know that America’s great 
Achilles’ Heel is her technology. Amer¬ 
ica is a nation of “techno-addicts.” We 
are a population which is over depen¬ 
dent upon our technology. 

We need our daily “fix” of tran- 
qualizing television. We expect our 
plumbing to gush forth inexhaustable 
amounts of hot water when we shower, 
and when our toilets fail to flush, 
there is a sense of panic. We expect 
our electrical, petroleum, and natural 
gas lines to provide us with a never- 
ending source of energy. 

The fragile life lines which feed into 
our urban areas are the life support 
systems which keep our vulnerable 
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Suicide attacks, such as this simulated one on a propane storage facility, are a distinct possibility, 
especially from some religious terrorist groups. 


cities — like moon colonies — going. 
Cut the life lines, and you cut off life 
to millions of people. A good example 
of this is the Owens Valley acqueduct 
which brings water to Los Angeles from 
hundreds of miles away. 

Our Achilles’ Heel within our Achil¬ 
les’ Heel is a vast network of computers 
which regulates and controls our tech¬ 
nology. They regulate airline and rail¬ 
road traffic. They maintain the correct 
pressure for petroleum and natural gas 
compression stations, and most of them 
are automated and unprotected. Many 
of the compression relay stations for 
our pipeline networks are located in 
remote areas — sitting ducks for ter¬ 
rorists sabotage. 

Remember the Arab oil embargo of 
1973-74? The long lines for gasoline 
stretched America’s nerves to the 
breaking point. Later, we had the 
constant supply of oil from the Alaska 
Pipeline. But this vital lifeline is one 
of our most vulnerable jugular veins. 
It snakes through hundreds of miles 
of remote terrain. Heating stations 
keep the petroleum-paraffin mixture 
warm enough to keep it moving. If 
these stations were sabotaged during 
the winter, the flow would slow to a 
waxy sludge and we’d wind up with 
an 800-mile tube of Chapstik. 

Melting Pot Lumps — America has 
rightly been called the “Great Melt¬ 
ing Pot.” Waves of immigrants have fled 
to our shores from troubled lands and 
have shucked the past, throwing them¬ 
selves and their energies into the work 
of becoming citizens. But a sizable 
minority have always brought the 
squabbles of the Old World with them, 
and injected them violently into the 
American political scene. 

Remember Sirhan Sirhan, the Pales¬ 
tinian immigrant who assassinated 


Robert Kennedy back in 1968? He was 
typical of the “lumps” which refused 
to melt. . who kept the hatreds of the 
Old World alive in the New World — 
and exploded in tragedy. 

There are many other “lumps” wait¬ 
ing to explode. Many people belonging 
to ethnic groups in America support, 
either actively or passively, terrorist 
counterparts in the Old World. Thus, 
a large group of Irish Americans have 
supported NORAID, the Northern Irish 
Aid Committee. American-Armenians 
in Los Angeles, have given aid and 
refuge to members of ASALA, the 
Armenian Secret Army for the Liber¬ 
ation of Armenia, while they were on 
assassination missions killing Turkish 
diplomats. The same is true of some 
American Spanish Basques, who give 
aid and support to the terrorist Basque 
ETA. A sizable number of Puerto 
Ricans have given aid and support to 
the Macheteros and the FALN separ¬ 
atist Marxist terrorist groups. 

According to another FBI report, 
there are approximately 25,000 Shi’ite 
Moslems living in the United States. 
Many are unwavering in their loyal- 
ity to the Fundamentalist Islamic revo¬ 
lution and Iran’s Ayatollah Khomeni. 

There are so many Shi’ites in one 
Detroit suburb, that they have actu¬ 
ally formed their own militia, are 
armed to the teeth, and vow that they 
will remain Shi’ite to the core. Com¬ 
bine this with the existence of thou¬ 
sands of Iranians at our colleges and 
universities — the largest bloc of for¬ 
eign students — and you can surmise 
that if the Fundamentalist Islamic ter¬ 
rorist movement ever wanted to “sock 
it” to the U.S. they would have no trou¬ 
ble finding recruits for suicide truck 
bomb missions. This does not mean, 
however, that every member of these 
groups is a possible terrorist. 


The terrorist mind-set does not end 
with the foreign born. On the contrary, 
some of the most active and dangerous 
terrorist groups in America today are 
found among white native Americans. 
These groups are generally anti-Semi¬ 
tic and racist, and see Jews and blacks 
at the root of America’s social and 
economic problems. They advocate ex¬ 
treme solutions in regard to these pro¬ 
blems — genocide against Jews and 
blacks, and a neo-Nazi approach to 
governing America. 

Typical of this type of organization, 
is the Aryan Nations, an “umbrella” 
for a host of groups espousing right- 
wing terrorism. Spin-offs from the Ar¬ 
yan Nations are such well-known neo- 
Nazi terrorist groups as The Order, 
the Brotherhood, and the White Amer¬ 
ican Bastion. Posing as a religious 
organization, the Aryan Nations has 
chaplains who actively recruit among 
inmates in America’s prisons. When 
they are paroled to their church, the 
inmates undergo terrorist training at 
a variety of terrorist training camps. 

Other groups, such as the paramili¬ 
tary The Covenant, the Sword and Arm 
of the Lord, the Illinois-based Chris¬ 
tian Defense League, and the scores 
of religious entities within the “Chris¬ 
tian Identity Movement” — Christian¬ 
ity’s counterpart to the resurgence of 
Fundamentalist Islam — all see the 
present system in the United States 



Thousands of miles of gas pipelines criss-cross 
our country and are vulnerable, along with other 
energy and communications networks, to terrorist 
sabotage. 
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as “ZOG” — which stands for Zionist 
Occupation Government, dominated by 
rich and influential Jews and con¬ 
trolled by and for the state of Israel. 

A startling revelation showing the 
extent of Aryan Nations subversive 
activity, surfaced in Utah in Novem¬ 
ber of 1987. An officer in the Utah State 
Guard, which is a voluntary state mil- 
ita designed to take over when the 
Utah National Guard is called to active 
duty, was an Aryan Nation “mole,” if 
you will. He had recruited and infil¬ 
trated up to 20 Aryan Nations members 
into the Guard, and was responsible 
for changing the training schedule. 

The new recruits had access to mili¬ 
tary weapons and equipment, and were 
going through a form of rigorous com- 
mando-Special Forces type of training. 
The public safety officials within the 
state of Utah charged that the Aryan 
Nations was planning to use the State 
Guard as a vehicle to overthrow the 
legitimate government of the state. 

Many of these “private armies” have 
their own visions of Armageddon and 
are “digging in,” literally. The sur- 
vivalist movement in the United States 
is, for the most part, composed of 
rational individuals who believe in 
preparing for the worst, and planning 
rational strategies for coping with dis¬ 
aster. But when radical politics become 
married to radical religion with a sur- 
vivalist twist thrown in, the results are 
often bizarre. 

The Aryan Nations has a survivalist 
compound in Hayden Lake, Idaho, com¬ 
plete with a guard to protect the lead¬ 
ers. the group has pictures of Jesus 
Christ and Adolph Hitler placed side 
by side. Hitler is considered a 20th cen¬ 
tury racial prophet. On the altar are 
the scriptures of the Aryan Nations, 
the Old and New Testaments , and 
Mein Kampf. The worshippers attend 
services in uniform, and when they 
pray, they stand. . . bow their heads 
to Christ, and raise their right arm 
in the Nazi salute to Adolph Hitler. 

The Covenant, the Sword and the 
Arm of the Lord had an armed sur¬ 
vivalist camp, before it was attacked 
by law enforcement agencies a few 
years ago, on the Missouri-Arkansas 
border named, appropriately, MO-ARK. 

The Christian Defense League has 
designated a huge, trapazoidal shaped 
area in America's mid-section as the 
mid-American Survival Zone. It is here 
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that the Christian faithful will make 
their last stand and fight to the death 
when the Jews, blacks, and communists 
take over America, members say. 

Federal, state and local law enforce¬ 
ment authorities are beginning to take 
notice of the threat to the nation’s 
infrastructure and are acting to pro¬ 
tect the vital lines of communications 


and power that keep our country func¬ 
tioning. But is enough being done? 

With increased terrorist activity fore¬ 
cast for the coming years, measures to 
protect our infrastructure should be 
considered and implemented at the 
earliest opportunity. The terrorist 
threat is a real one and must not be 
ignored. •

burn. Unfortunately, fair skinned peo¬ 
ple are particularly susceptible, though 
burns usually prove to be only the tip 
of a very dangerous iceberg. Not until 

later in life will you feel the cumula- 

tive results of repeated, low doses of 
the sun’s harmful ultraviolet radiation 
in the form of skin cancer. 

According to estimates from the Skin 
Cancer Foundation, 95 percent of all 
basal cell carcinomas can be directly 
linked to chronic overexposure to sun¬ 
light. Catch a few too many “rays,” 
sunburns, or deepen that “healthy” 
looking tan too much, and you could

A S the sun slowly began to peak 
over the eastern horizon, I finally 
spotted my favorite fishing hole. Soon 
the entire lake was ablaze in the reds 
and oranges, so typical of sunrise at 
most high altitude trout waters. Though 
unspoiled flyfishing was my public 
excuse, it was pine studded scenery like 
this that alwa)rs beckoned me back. 

With a convincing jerk on the end 
of my line, a keeper rainbow squirted 
from the icy depths below. As we en¬ 
gaged in mortal combat, his aerial 
acrobatics periodically disappeared in 
the water’s glare. 


As usual, that enjoyable morning 
fishing proved all too short. With my 
limit cleaned and on ice, I took one 
last look, promised to be back soon, 
and started the long journey home. . . 
but unless I begin to religiously follow 
some simple precautions, I may never 
return. 

Whichever of today’s widely varied 
outdoor sports you choose to partici¬ 
pate in, they all share one dangerous 
common denominator. Whether you’re 
skiing, swimming, climbing, hunting, 
or playing softball, you face constant 
exposure to the sun’s potentially dam¬ 
aging rays. 

Many of us are frequently treated to 
one of the more painful effects of too 
much exposure, commonly called sun¬ 


develop skin cancer, regardless of your 
age. 

The National Cancer Institute logged 
nearly 500,000 new cases of nonmela¬ 
noma skin cancer during 1986, and 
that number is rapidly increasing. 
More than one out of seven Americans 
will develop it in some form, and 40 
to 50 percent of people living to age 
65 will have at least one. 

Cancerous cells are typically charac¬ 
terized by uncontrolled growth, and 
rapid spread. While normal cells repro¬ 
duce in an orderly manner literally 
designed to replace any that are dam¬ 
aged or worn out, cancerous cells grow 
at a furious pace until a tumor is 
formed. Left undetected, it can become 
large enough to interfere with vital 
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Any outdoor activity, no matter how abbreviated, adds to the sun’s 
cumulative damage.

bodily functions, or cells can break 
away (metastasis), spreading the cancer 
throughout the body. 

Basically, there are three distinct 
types of skin cancer that develop. The 
most common form is known as basal 
cell carcinoma, and it showed up in 
nearly 400,000 cases last year. Another 
100,000 appeared as squamous cell car¬ 
cinoma, with malignant melanoma 
(which accounts for 75 percent of all 
skin cancer deaths) afflicting another 
27,000 people. This year alone over 
8,000 people will die, from what is 
usually an easily treatable disease. 
But like most cancers, it must be 
caught in time. 

The main cause of skin cancer is 
repeated exposure to the suns ultravio¬ 
let (UV) radiation. As is the case with 
any radiation, UV damage accumu¬ 
lates over the years, until finally the 
problem develops. 

A thin layer of ozone in the atmos¬ 
phere blocks most radiation from ever 
reaching the Earth. But because of an 
increase in the use of fluorocarbons, 
the shield is steadily growing weaker. 


In fact, recent studies have shown that 
there are complete holes in the ozone 
layer above the north and south poles. 
As a result, the odds of contracting 
skin cancer are on the increase. 

Fair Skin Susceptibility — Though 
anyone exposed to the proper amount 
of sunlight can develop skin cancer, red 
or blonde hair helps put you at greater 
risk. Blue or green eyes, and light skin 
that tends to freckly rather than tan, 
also increases incidence. Blacks dis¬ 
play a much lower rate of skin cancer, 
simply because they have a higher con¬ 
centration of melanin in their skin, 
which helps protect them from the UV 
radiation’s damaging effects (though 
they still can develop skin cancer). A 
good rule of thumb is, the more easily 
you sunburn, the more susceptible you 
are. 

Outdoorspeople in particular are 
prone to skin cancer. Fishermen may 
feel the direct exposure from above, but 
the water’s intense glare can almost 
double the problem. Climbers too must 
contend with a reflection off the rock 


face they’re working. 

The dazzling radiation off snow is 
enough to cause snow blindness, and 
greatly increase the amount of UV rays 
skiers are exposed to. Consider too the 
fact that nearly all of these activities 
take place in high altitudes, where 
there’s even less of an atmospheric 
shield, and it doesn’t take long to real¬ 
ize just how dangerous going outdoors 
unprepared can be. 

One of the best and simplest protec¬ 
tions is to religiously wear a long 
sleeved shirt. Avoid those loosely knit 
fabrics, since enough sunlight has been 
known to sneak through, to actually 
cause a sunburn underneath. Sure, 
long sleeves sounds dumb on a hot day 
or in the desert, but avoid tight fits 
to allow circulation, have a light color, 
and it’s hard to beat. In 10 years with 
search and rescue in Arizona, I never 
go out without my arms covered. Noth¬ 
ing drains your water or energy faster 
than a bad sunburn. 

You should wear a hat anytime you 
go outdoors. Besides being good pro¬ 
tection against hypothermia, it’s also 
an ideal defense from the sun. Remem¬ 
ber your nose, ears, and back of your 
neck are places skin cancer likes to 
start, so when possible choose one with 
a wide brim. Baseball caps protect your 
face, and little else. 
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Catching a curl may not be all these swimmers get from repeated UV exposure. The popularity of wave 
action pools like this one also means danger of overexposure to the sun. 


Don’t bother with shorts, especially 
if you’re fair skinned. Even in the 
desert, too many sticky things like to 
grab you, and there’s nothing quite as 
painful as removing parts of a cholla 
(jumping cactus) from your upper leg. 

Covering your hands and certain por¬ 
tions of your face are virtually impos¬ 
sible at times though, especially if the 
sun is being reflected off the water, 
concrete or snow. Not only that, but 
you’d look ridiculous swimming around 
in a long sleeved shirt. There are 
however, products on the market de¬ 
signed to chemically block UV radi¬ 
ation. Called sunblock, they come in 
many different formulas and strengths 
of interest to today’s outdoorspeople. 

Rated according to how well they 
screen out the sun’s UV radiation, 
they come in strengths ranging from 
zero all the way to nearly 40. If you 
sunburn in only 10 unprotected min¬ 
utes, properly applying a product with 
sun protection factor (SPF) 6, means 
you can stay in the sun without burn¬ 
ing for up to 60 minutes. Coat your¬ 
self in SPF 20, and you won’t sunburn 
for 200 minutes. The higher the SPF 
rating, the less UV radiation that 
seeps through to damage your skin. 

Children — The parents of young chil¬ 
dren in particular, should start their 
kids towards a lifetime of good health, 
by always applying a sunscreen. Good 
habits learned in youth, translate to 
a healthy less wrinkly skin later in 
life. 


The active ingredient that blocks most 
of the radiation is para-aminobenzoic 
acid, otherwide known as PABA. Peo¬ 
ple with sensitive skin should look for 
products labelled “PABA FREE.” It can 
be a severe irritant to some individuals, 
and you should never use sunscreens 
with PABA on infants less than a year 
old. Coppertone’s Water Babies, and 
Johnson and Johnson’s Baby Sunblock 
are good examples of products deve¬ 
loped to deliberately avoid the problem. 

For older kids with the tendency to 
consider their parents too careful, Cop- 
pertone makes Zinka Stick. With an 
SPF rating of 15, it comes in a handily 
indestructible container similar to 
Chapstik’s. Only this is designed to be 
strictly applied to your lips. Best of 
all it comes in gaudy reds and oranges 
guaranteed to make your child stand 
out on the beach. Chapstik and Vase¬ 
line also make more traditional, invisi¬ 
ble lip protection up to SPF 15. 

For fisherman concerned with adding 
any chemical to their body or acciden¬ 
tally to their lures, Berkley (the same 
company that pioineered the use of fish 
attractants) offers Fisherman’s Sun¬ 
screen. Available in SPFs of 15 and 22, 
its chemicals won’t scare your fish 
away. Pete Rickard even has Camper’s 
Lotion, which has a rating of 8, but 
features an insect repellent as well. 

To my knowledge, no camouflage 
companies today include PABA in their 
formula. You may feel protected. . . 
but to UV radiation, you’re naked. 
Instead apply a good waterproof sun¬ 


screen underneath, then paint your¬ 
self up. 

No matter which one you choose, 
always get a bottle small enough to 
keep handy. Sure it may cost more at 
first, but why have a sunscreen that’s 
so hard to find, that you don’t reapply 
enough? 

And when at all possible, avoid ex¬ 
posure when the sun’s most directly 
overhead (between 10 and 3). Even on 
overcast days remember to protect 
yourself. More radiation is coming 
through the clouds than you think, 
and severe sunburns have been known 
to occur. 

Detecting skin cancer can be much 
harder than it sounds, simply because 
there is no typical look or form. Peri¬ 
odically examine your skin for any¬ 
thing out of the ordinary though, with 
particular attention to those areas 
exposed to sunlight. 

The Skin Cancer Foundation says 
that the following can be warning 
signs: 

— A growth that appears pearly, 
tan, translucent, brown black or multi¬ 
colored, that increases in size, or sud¬ 
denly grows. 

— A growth that continues to itch, 
bleed or scab. 

— A mole that changes color, in¬ 
creases in size, or suddenly appears to 
thicken. 

— An open sore or wound that per¬ 
sists, and doesn’t heal for several 
weeks.

Better yet, if you spot anything sus¬ 
picious or out of the ordinary, consult 
your doctor. It’s his trained eye that 
may mean the difference between its 
being detected in time, or not. 

With pollution constantly attacking 
our only natural protection, skin cancer 
is fast becoming more and more com¬ 
mon. We must either learn to produce 
artificial means of blocking UV rays, 
or pay the price. Contrary to popular 
opinion, sun protection formulas don’t 
keep you from tanning. You’ll still 
brown up, but it’ll be more slowly, and 
safely. So what’s stopping you from 
using it? 

Take the time and effort, and you’ll 
be able to return to that high moun¬ 
tain trout lake year after year. . . if 
not. . . well, it’s your choice. •

fire) caliber pistol made. 

Larry Grossman of AMT said he 
experimented for some time before com¬ 


ing up with the unique gas-channelmg 
system employed on the Automag II 
for a smooth, trouble-free action. The 
gas-channeling, or gas-assisted, action 
is achieved by a series of three bands 
in the chamber, each with six small 
holes in it. The bands are situated so 
that gas from the burning powder in 
the cartridge case is channeled into 
the holes in the bands. The gas system 
equalizes the pressure on the cartridge 
case keeping it from expanding so there 
is smooth extraction. AMT recom¬ 
mends against use of CCI .22 Mag¬ 
num rimfire ammo in the Automag 
II. The flake powder used in this 
ammunition may not function well in 
the pistol. 

The thumb-operated safety lever on 
the left side of the slide at the rear 
prevents the hammer from striking the 
firing pin and blocks the firing pin 
from striking the primer. It will not 
prevent the hammer from dropping if 
the trigger is pulled, however. There 
is also a half-cock position for the 
hammer. 

Neither of these pistols should be 
carried with a round in the chamber 
as neither was designed for that pur¬ 
pose. The Automag II is available in 
6-inch (our test gun), 4V2-inch and 
3 3 /s-inch barrel length. The 3 3 /s-inch 
barrel model has a smaller frame for 
the pistol. Grossman says the 6-inch 
model will provide a muzzle velocity of 
about 1,400 feet per second. Finish is 
matte stainless with grooved carbon 
fiber black grips. Sights are Millett 
adjustable white outline rear and red 
ramp front blade. 

At the range we test fired the Auto¬ 
mag II with Winchester Super X and 
Federal .22 Magnum ammo, and the 
.380 Backup with Winchester Silver- 
tip hollow point and American Eagle 
full metal jacketed .380 ammo, as well 
as with some Mexican Aguila .380 full 
metal jacketed stuff. 

The .380 Aguila ammunition was so 
low powered it would not cycle in the 
gun and we had to manually work the 
slide to eject the spent cartridge case 
and chamber a new round after each 
firing. The American factory ammu¬ 
nition was fine in the pistol and it 
functioned perfectly in both slow and 
rapid fire. 

Shooting at paper targets 7 yards 
away we averaged 10- and 12-inch 
groups. The Silvertips, as expected, 
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provided the best accuracy. I even made 
hits on paper cups and bottles out to 
about 25 yards. If I were relying on 
this pistol I’d probably use only Sil- 
vertips in it. 

We fired boxes of .22 Magnum am¬ 
munition in the Automag II with only 
one malfunction of any kind, and that 
was one failure to extract a spent cas¬ 
ing. This occurred during a rapid fire 
sequence of shots well into test firing 
and I thought that perhaps the cham¬ 
ber was merely getting fouled. I used 
a knife blade to remove the casing, 
then continued firing, slowly at first 
and later after reloading I tried rapid 
fire again with no further trouble. 

The Automag II would be good for 
home defense, personal defense and 
hunting. We found it to be powerful 
and very accurate out to distances of 
30 or more yards. It is also very relia¬ 
ble. I still am not sure just what led 
to that failure to extract, but I don’t 
consider it anything serious. You feel 
the power of the caliber in the recoil 
but it’s nothing unmanageable. This 
is truly a unique and fun to shoot 
pistol. •

Nature's pharmacy contains plants that heal and promote health 
in the human body. ..

F OR thousands of years man has 
treated sickness and pain by using 
the healing properties of certain plants. 
One of the earliest texts on the subject 


is the Ebers Papyrus, written about 
1550 B.C. by ancient Egyptians. The 
papyrus contains many prescriptions 
and shows a high degree of medical 
knowledge. 

Even earlier, the Chinese had a book 
of pharmacopoeia detailing the pre¬ 
scribing of drugs, their preparations, 


and their uses. Known as the Pen Ts’ao , 
translated as Essential Herbs , this 
work is attributed to China’s legen¬ 
dary God of Farming, Shen Nung. Shen 
is supposed to have lived 2,700 years 
before Christ. 

The very first physicians were all 
herbalists. Hippocrates firmly believed 
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Medicinal Herbs

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that treatment of a specific complaint 
should be carried out only as part of 
the treatment of the whole man. He 
stressed the importance of diet as well 
as his habits and the environment in 
which he lived. 

Plants and herbs are still important 
to the modern medical doctor. Scient¬ 
ists are worried that future anti-cancer 
drugs may be lost forever because the 
world’s rain forests are being system¬ 
atically slashed and burned by pea¬ 
sants and ranchers of third world coun¬ 
tries. So far only one to five percent 
of the Amazon’s 80,000 plant species 
have been studied. 

Rain forests are like chemical fac¬ 
tories. Many of today’s modern drugs 
have come from plants: Penicillin is 
produced from mold; cortisone is der¬ 
ived from yams; Atropine, a drug for 
stomach ulcers, comes from the bella¬ 
donna plant; the tranquilizer and high 
blood pressure drug reserpine from 
India’s snakeroot; and codeine from the 
opium poppy of the East. 

Tb the survivalist, modern medicines, 
when used wisely and with skill, will 
prove invaluable during those times 
when the services of a physician might 
not be available. Many doctors are will¬ 
ing to prescribe drugs for those build¬ 
ing emergency medical kits, especially 
those leaving for remote areas or on 
long expeditions (see ASG Sept. 1988 
article on wilderness medicine). 

Herbal medicine, although usually 
not as potent as modern synthesized 
drugs, can still be employed to serve 
man. Herbs can be grown in the back¬ 
yard garden and provide not only medi¬ 
cinal uses but improve your culinary 
arts. A survivalist in an outdoor set¬ 
ting should know and be able to iden¬ 
tify a few basic plants that would be 
beneficial should injury or sickness 
occur in a wilderness situation. The 
following is an abbreviated list of 
plants and their uses. Be sure to buy 
a guidebook with good color photos to 
help in proper identification of wild 
herbs. 

Aloe Vera — An easy plant to grow 
at home, many housewives keep aloe 
vera nearby the kitchen for the treat- 
me nt of burns. The gel inside the suc- 
c’ lent leaf provides a cooling, medi¬ 
cinal salve. Great for sunburned noses, 
cuts, and minor burns. Physicians pre¬ 
scribe aloe vera for nuclear and other 
radiation burns. 

Cattail — Use the white starchy roots 
of the cattail to make a salve for dress¬ 
ing burns. Pound the roots into a mush 


and mix with animal fat. American 
Indians dug the creeping white roots 
during the winter for food and con¬ 
sumed them as a treatment for diar¬ 
rhea, gonorrhea, and worms. 

Chamomile — Grow this one in your 
garden and use as a tea for stomach 
upsets and indigestion. An infusion of 
chamomile is well-known as an herbal 
rinse for the hair. Can also be used 
as a mouthwash and for a soothing 
eyebath. 

Garlic — When the bulbs are ground, 
the sulphur-containing amino acid alli- 
in comes in contact with the enzyme 
allinase which converts to allicin, a po¬ 
tent antibacterial agent. The consump¬ 
tion of garlic has been shown to help 
protect against atherosclerosis. Makes 
a great insect and people repellent. 

Licorice — Most so-called licorice 
candy is flavored with anise oil. 90 
percent of the licorice grown commer¬ 
cially is used to flavor tobacco prod¬ 
ucts. It is also used in throat lozenges. 
A tea made from licorice root will help 
as a cough remedy but avoid frequent 
use. 

Mullein — The grey leaves of this tall 
plant can be smoked or used as in¬ 
cense to relieve lung congestion. 

Oak — The astringent tannins in oak 
bark tea provide an effective treat¬ 
ment for sore throats, coughs, and 
colds. These tannins also dry and 
heal sores and rid wounds of excess 
mucous secretions. 

Peppermint — Add peppermint leaves 
to fruit juices, fruit salads, and iced 
teas. Try a chopped leaf in a cup of 
hot chocolate and make hot pepper¬ 
mint tea for indigestion. It is supposed 
to improve the appetite. 

Pine — The pitch of the lodgepole pine 
is useful for disinfecting and protect¬ 
ing open sores. Use the young shoots 
of the western white pine by boiling 
them and taking the tea to prevent 
coughs and help relieve upset stofnachs. 

Rose Hips — Use in teas, extracts, 
and purees for its high vitamin A and 
C content. Can be eaten raw also. 

Service Berry — The boiled green 
inner bark of service berry is used for 
an eyewash. 

Stinging Nettle — The root and leaves 


of nettle can be used in teas for stop¬ 
ping diarrhea, but can cause con¬ 
stipation. 

Willow — The barks and roots contain 
a bitter glucoside, salicin, a primal 
form of aspirin that was used to relieve 
headaches, fevers, arthritis and exter¬ 
nal swellings. Use either chewed or 
brewed as a tea. 

Before actually brewing up a cup of 
herbal tea from plants you have for¬ 
aged, make sure you have properly 
identified each plant. A list of seed 
catalogs is provided for the 1989 sea¬ 
son. Many companies stock herb books 
that you will find useful for identify¬ 
ing and cultivating these aromatic and 
useful plants. •

rounds) and checkered walnut grips. 
Standard sights are fixed square notch 
rear and front blade. 

The 9 mm gun looks and feels exactly 
like your standard 1911-A1 .45 pistol 
with the exception of the magazine and 
the smaller diameter barrel which is 
swelled at the muzzle, presumably for 
threading for a compensator, or for 
proper fitting to the 1911-A1 slide 
parts. 

This gun will feed just about any 
factory 9 mm NATO ammunition with¬ 
out problems, including hollow point 
ammunition, we’re told by the folks at 
Springfield. Our test firing seemed to 
confirm this. 

We took the gun to a public shooting 
area with Winchester Silvertip and 
PMC jacketed hollow point ammuni¬ 
tion, along with American Eagle and 
PMC full metal jacketed ammo — all 
with 115-grain bullets. 

In firing close to 100 rounds through 
the pistol there were no jams or other 
malfunctions, and it shoots very accur¬ 
ately. We fired at targets 7 yards away 
using one-hand and two-hand holds in 
slow aimed and rapid aimed fire and 
we were quite pleased with the accur¬ 
acy we obtained. This gun, we found, 
hits where you aim it, and right out 
of the box. 

We also had good results firing at 
bottles and cans 25 to 50 yards away. 
Recoil and muzzle rise are moderate 
and shooting this pistol is easy and 
comfortable. 

This is the only 1911-A1 we know 
of chambered for the 9 mm cartridge. 
It was introduced in 1986 by Spring- 
field and hasn’t been as big a hit as 
their 1911-A1 .45 ACP caliber pistols 
but it’s nevertheless a terrific hand¬ 
gun, in our estimation. •

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M650SS Rifle: 


Boresighting 
For Accuracy 

How to zero-in a rifle the precision way 
and get on target with your first shot.. . 


By Bud Lang 


L AST month staff members pre¬ 
sented a report on the Krico 
M650SS Sniper/Match rifle offered by 
Beeman Precision Firearms, but for a 
variety of reasons were unable to test 
fire the piece for accuracy before dead¬ 
line time. 

I was then asked to test fire the rifle 
as part of this article I was doing on 
boresighting. 

The Krico is a match rifle, so I vis¬ 
ited the range with a box of Federal 
Match ammo, (load # 308M) which car¬ 
ries 168-gram Sierra Boat-tail HP 
bullets. This round offers a muzzle 
velocity of around 2,600 fps. I also 
brought along a pre-64 Winchester 
Model 70 in 243 Win caliber, which 
was outfitted with a Redfield scope. 
Just wanted to back up my test results. 

In the event you aren’t familiar with 
what boresighting is all about, or how 
collimators work, I’ll take a moment 
to explain. Boresighting refers to an 
operation where one sets a bolt action 
rifle (no semiautos) up in a bench fix¬ 
ture so it won’t move. After removing 
the rifle bolt, the person visually sights 
through the bore, centering a target. 
Next the scope is adjusted to where 
it is aligned with the target. What you 
have achieved here is visual align¬ 
ment of both scope and bore axises on 
a common target. When test fired, the 
rifle should be able to put that first 
shot on paper. This is a very crude 
method however, as boresighting in 
this manner isn’t that accurate, and

Collimators are attached to muzzles via a small bore spud that slides into the barrel bore. 
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you still may end up shooting a half- 
dozen rounds before the rifle is sighted 
in. 

Collimators, commonly called bore- 
sighters, do a much more accurate job 
of getting you on target. These can be 
used with any scoped rifle, including 
semiautos. After properly using a col¬ 
limator, the first round you fire will 
usually be within a few inches of tar¬ 
get dead center. 

Here’s how to use a collimator. Opti¬ 
cal boresighters come with steel spuds, 
tiny shafts that slide into the rifle 
bore, positioning the collimator in front 
of the barrel, somewhat like a tiny 
scope. Carefully slide the collimator 
spud into the muzzle then adjust the 
scope so its crosshair (reticle) is super¬ 
imposed over the collimator crosshair. 
What you have just done is align the 
scope’s optical axis with the bore axis 
so they intersect at 100 yards. When 
you view an object with your two eyes, 
the same thing occurs: your two eyes 
are optically aligned on the same tar¬ 
get. After adjusting the scope in this 
manner, you remove the collimator and 
fire your first round. 

I installed a Sweany Site-A-Line Opti¬ 
cal Bore-sighter first on the Model 70 
and viewed through the rifle’s scope. 
This unit is offered with an “X,” cir¬ 
cle, or grid reticle. I prefer the “X.” 
Here’s the picture I got. The colli¬ 
mator reticle (indicating the bore axis) 
was high and to the right of the scope 
reticle. This tells me my shot would 
be high and to the right. 

With the collimator removed, I fired 
a couple of rounds to compare bullet 
placement with what I perceived it 
would be. Sure as heck, the shots 
were high and to the right, off the 
paper. 

I reinstalled the collimator, then 
adjusted the scope so its reticle was 
superimposed exactly over the colli¬ 
mator reticle. Then I removed the unit 
and fired one round. On the paper in 
one shot, it was at 6 o’clock in the six 
ring. I elevated the scope reticle, fired 
again Still at 6 o’clock, in the eight 
ring. Another elevation adjustment, 6 
o’clock in the nine, just above the 10 
ring. Changing targets, I put three 
shots into a iVs-inch group at 12 
o’clock in the nine ring, just where I 
want it as it will allow me to hold 
dead on anywhere between 100 and 
200 yards. 

Now to the Beeman/Krico match 
gun. As installed, the scope was way 
out of adjustment, the key reason we 
had trouble getting it on the paper 
during our previous outing. I fired two 


rounds to check it out, and it hit six 
FEET high and one foot to the left at 
135 yards. I installed the Sweany Site- 
A-Line and found the bore (illustrated 
in diagram A) axis about three-quarter 
inch high and a quarter-inch to the 
left of the scope axis (reticle). I then 
adjusted the scope until the reticles 
were superimposed as illustrated. 

Removing the collimator, I fired ONE 
round. It printed 3V2 inches to the 
right of the “X” ring, at 3 o’clock, ON 
the paper. A second shot printed one- 
quarter inch away. I cranked in some 
left windage. A five-shot group, meas¬ 
uring iy 2 -inch, printed IV 2 inches to 
the right, still at 3 o’clock. I cranked 
in a little more windage, then fiddled 
with the elevation, while zeroing the 
rifle. I fired three more three-shot 
groups in the process, all measuring 
one-inch center-to-center. 



This view shows the three shots taken with the 
Model 70 Winchester after collimating as we 
“walked” the bullets into the black. The first shot 
(lower one) was on target. 




To the left is the “picture” we witnessed when the Sweany Sita-A-Line collimator was installed on the 
Beeman/Krico rifle. This indicated the rifle bore was way high and to the left of the scope axis. To the 
right is the picture we got when the reticles were aligned. After critical ajustments, we ended up with 
the Sweany “X” a little bit high, as we wanted the gun to shoot high. 



The “picture” at left shows how the collimator grid would be off were a rifle bore axis to the left and 
high as compared to the scope axis. By aligning the reticles as shown at right, we got the first shot on 
the paper. 


You’ll note, while both rifles (with 
newly installed scopes) wouldn’t put 
those first shots on the paper, after 
aligning the scopes with the collima¬ 
tor, one shot put the slug just inches 
from dead center. 

If you and your friends own a num¬ 
ber of rifles with scopes, and do a lot 
of shooting or swapping scopes/rifles, 


then a collimator might be what you 
need if you want to save time and 
ammo. 

We have also illustrated a grid reti¬ 
cle, as used in Redfield, Bushnell and 
Sweany collimators. The squares in 
these reticles are the equivalent of 
one-inch at 100 yards. As seen in dia¬ 
gram B, the scope reticle is 3 V 2 squares 
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Boresighting For Accuracy

low, and 3 ¥2 squares to the right. This 
would indicate this rifle would be shoot¬ 
ing 3 V 2 inches high and 3Vfc inches to 
the left (remember, the collimator re¬ 
ticle represents the bore axis). 

While the grid reticle does tell you 
exactly how far you’re off in inches, 
it only matters in instances where you 
might be removing the scope, with 
plans of replacing it later, and you’re 
going to be using the same ammo. At 
that point you would slip the colli¬ 
mator on and adjust the reticles to 
where they were before. If we had 
sighted the Krico in previously so it 
would hit one-inch high at 100 yards, 
we would later adjust the reticles so 
the collimator grid would be one square 
high. At this point we know the scope 
is set up just as it was before, and 
accuracy should be the same. 

If you’re interested in optical colli¬ 
mators, you can order the Sweany Site- 
A-Line (the first unit ever offered) from 
Alley Supply Co., P.O. Box 848, Dept. 
ASG , Gardnerville, NV 89410 (702) 
782-3800. This unit costs only $74.00. 
Alley offers a wide variety of bore 
spuds for just about every caliber avail¬ 
able, at only $7.50 each. Redfield, 5800 
East Jewell Avenue, Dept. ASG, Denver, 
CO 80224 offers boresighters through 
their dealers. Their collimator lists at 
$128.95 each, while six bore spuds 
(available in .22, .24, .25, .27, .28 and 
.30 calibers) go for $13.95 each. The 
entire set (collimator and six spuds) 
lists at $194.95. Finally, we have the 
Bushnell boresighter (Bushnell, 300 
North Lone Hill Avenue, Dept. ASG,

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Wild Mushrooms: If You Dare 

(Continued from page 9) 


hood days is as safe a place as any for 
the beginning mushroom hunter to 
start, as there are no similar poisonous 
look-alikes. The shaggy mane belongs 
to a group of mushrooms called the 
“inky caps” because of their nasty 
habit of auto-digestion, a process also 
known as dissolution. In other words, 
they eat themselves out of house and 
home after maturing, transforming 
into a blob of tar-like goo as they dis¬ 
solve to feed the unseen roots (called 
mycellium). It’s amazing that some¬ 
thing so disgusting could taste so 
delicious, although it is far from edible 
by the time it reaches the inky stage. 

When young, it is white with brown- 
tinged shingles on the outside that 
make it look much like the tall cap 
of a drum major in a marching band, 
and shows a trace of purple on the 
inside gills. It is at this stage when 
shaggy mane is at its best. Prepare 
them by slicing thinly and sauteeing 
in butter. Like fine caviar, they can 
be enjoyed by themselves. Because of 
the shaggy mane’s self-destructive 
nature it cannot be picked and stored 
in the refrigerator to be eaten later, 
but must be cooked at once to neu¬ 
tralize the enzyme that causes its 
decay. 

There are a number of species in 
the “inky cap” group, most of which 
are edible; a word of caution though. 
The combination of some species of 
this mushroom with alcohol can cause 
intestinal distress and severe vomit¬ 
ing, as can alcohol with other varieties 
of mushrooms in some people, even the 
store-bought kinds. This does not justify 
classifying the shaggy mane as poison¬ 
ous, however, for it would be just as 
correct to say that alcohol is the poi¬ 
son. The mushroom by itself is far bet¬ 
ter for your health than the alcohol. 
Just don’t mix the two. 

Should I live to be 120 years old I’ll 
never fully comprehend people’s food 
prejudices. While living down south, 
my landlord’s wife called to tell me she 
had seen lots “. . . of those brown 
mushrooms” in the park while walk¬ 
ing the dog, and wanted to know if I 
would like to have them. If so she’d 
pick them for me. I had a meeting to 
attend, so I told her yes, and by the 
time I returned I found a huge bag 
of “sticky bun boletes” (.Boletus 
granulatus propped up against my 
door. I promised to cook these into 


something really special and asked her 
if she’d like some, but the offer was 
declined. “I believe if you say they’re 
edible,” she said, “but I’d be afraid to 
try them.” Immediately afterwards, she 
showed me a handul of common “pink 
bottom meadow mushrooms” (. Agari- 
cus campestris ) she had found near the 
boletes, and went on to tell me how 
she really enjoys those and “the other 
kind that’s white underneath.” I tried 
to conceal my amazement. The most 
dangerous mushrooms in the world 
have white gills (the “destroying angel” 
included), whereas the boletes harbor 
no deadly look-alikes. 

Boletes are easily distinguished from 
all other mushrooms by the fact that 
they have pores (spore tubes) beneath 
their caps, rather than gills. No bolete 


is deadly, although there are a species 
or two that can cause stomach upset 
or are unpalatable. It’s best to take a 
nibble from each one collected just to 
be certain. Boletes are mildly flavored 
and have an excellent color and tex¬ 
ture, reminding me of a fluffy egg 
omelette. An inedible species of bolete 
is peppery or bitter. I should mention 
that this test for edibility should be 
applied only to the bolete family of 
fungi. It takes less than a tablespoon 


of the most poisonous types of mush¬ 
rooms to kill. 

As delicious as boletes taste, they are 
not my favorite simply because of the 
effort involved in preparing them. But 
for the wild mushroom fanatic, this 
shouldn’t be too much of a deterrent. 
The sticky skin that covers the cap 
should be removed from the older speci¬ 
mens, as should the spongy layer of 
tubes. If your freshly picked mush¬ 
rooms need cleaning, do not rinse them 
off until after they are prepared as 
explained, as they will become incredi¬ 
bly slimy. The best way to avoid get¬ 
ting them dirty in the first place, is 
to cut them off just above ground level, 
instead of pulling them out with the 
dirt. 


Puffballs — Besides boletes, puffballs 
are the next safest introduction to the 
sport of mushroom hunting. White- 
fleshed puffballs (Lycoperdon and Cal- 
vatia species) have no poisonous family 
members, and puffballs are recogniz¬ 
able and easily the most common of 
our mushrooms after a spring shower. 
They can almost always be found then 
in flat grassy areas (golf courses and 
parks are great hunting grounds) often 
where the soil looks poorer—a couple

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days following these showers. Their 
main identifying feature is the lack 
of a stem, and the fruiting body is 
usually round or pear-shaped. Before 
eating any puffball it should always 
be sliced in half to make certain that 
what you got is not another type of 
mushroom in the “button stage.” A 
puffball has no gills or pores like other 
mushrooms, but instead is composed 
of a solid spongy mass (called “gleba”) 
clear through. 

As easy to find as puffballs, though 
not so easily distinguishable is the fairy 
ring mushroom (.Marasmius oreades) 
which forms those familiar fairy rings 
in lawns. Marasmius is perhaps the 
most neglected edible mushroom I 
know, and perhaps the most delicious. 
Marasmius seems to do best in well- 
watered lawns, and being prone to 
sprouting up in fairy rings, it appears 
in abundance. One of its most amazing 
features (besides the taste) is that 
Marasmius doesn’t decay so easily as 
other mushrooms. Should the mush¬ 
room pop up after a summer shower 
one cool grey morning, then be sub¬ 
jected to the blazing afternoon sun, 
Marasmius will simply dehydrate it¬ 
self, waiting to turn plump and fresh 
with the next fall of rain. 

In appearance, Marasmius is light 
tan in hue, with a darker-coiored nip¬ 
ple in its center. When young the cap 
is convex, but as it matures it turns 
concave and develops a scalloped edge. 
The gills are fairly wide and spaced 
a ways apart. When picking, take only 
the cap, and discard the fibery stem, 
which unless really young, is too tough 
for even a forager to chew. 

There are many other edible species 
as well, that are both delicious and 
easy to identify. The above were only 
a sample. For more information check 
out a good guidebook or join a local 
mushroom hunting club. 

For the survivalist, the difference 
between knowing how to safely forage 
wild mushrooms and not k nowing how 
is the difference between surviving and 
surviving in style. •

Gun 
registration is a necessary step to gun 
confiscation. At this moment, all semi¬

It’s up to you to prepare 
against an intrusion of your home.

C RIME in the U.S. is on the rise 
without a doubt, thanks in part 
to your ultra-passive judicial system. 

The news media, in spite of their abil¬ 
ity to slant a view or sensationalize 
with hype at times, has done a decent 
job of informing us of those who believe 
and live by the principle that crime 
does pay! 

Consequently, you have a choice to 
make: you protect what is yours or you 
don’t. Perhaps you have already made 
this decision and have taken the appro-

hiring a private specialist 
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priate steps to lessen the chances of 
you becoming another victim. On the 
other hand maybe you haven’t and 
really believe that your home will 
never become the main course for a 
thief s appetite. Guess again! If your 
home has yet to be burglarized, you 
are only lucky, and good fortune is 
never eternal in the real world. 

Having been employed as an execu¬ 
tive security specialist off and on for 
the past 15 years, I have seen a lot 
of need for protection in and outside 
of the home, and all too often spoken 
with those victims who either had none 
or far less than what they should have. 
It is my hope that you gain some valu¬ 
able insight from their mistakes and 
opt to do something about it. 

I classify valuables into two basic 
categories: those that are replaceable 
and those that are not. The first of these 
would encompass just about anything 
that you or your family members have 
purchased, such as stereo equipment, 
cameras, VCRs, guns, television, and 
other appliances. Currency is also in 
this group. 

With jewelry we might begin our 
transition into the second group, that 
being those items which have senti¬ 
mental value as well as family heir¬ 
looms. Your great grandfather’s gold 
pocket watch is not replaceable. Nor 
are the lives of your family members, 
or your own for that matter. But the 
ultimate extent to which you go in 
protecting what you have is ultimately 
up to you and will be based upon 
what you decide is worth the risk 
and what is not. 

Do you have neighbors on two or 
three sides of your property? Do you 
reside on a lot or spacious estate? How 
is the crime rate in your area? Pay 
close attention to the arrest section of 
your local paper for a reasonable idea. 

Is your home constructed of wood, 
brick, stucco or stone? Would an intru¬ 
der be able to gain entry into your home 
through the garage? Is there an abun¬ 
dance of cover outside and around your 
home, such as bushes, shrubbery, and 
trees? Could it be assumed that a 
good many of your valuables might be 
related to your profession? Or perhaps 
your income level? While your average 
burglar selects his targets at random, 
he is also an opportunist, and will al¬ 
ways choose a more attractive and po¬ 
tentially prosperous one over another. 
The pros do a lot of research and may 
case your home for weeks or even 
months. When they hit, chances are 
they know you are at work and that 
you won’t be dropping in for lunch. 



Closed-circuit surveillance cameras are a good 
option, but they must be monitored by someone 
to be effective. 


They know the kids are in school, or 
that the wife is working as well. Per¬ 
haps they got a lead on exactly what 
you have in your home (more on this 
later). The bottom line is this: given 
the chances that a real pro is going 
to research you to make his job easier, 
you would be wise to research what 
you can do to make his experience a 
fullblown blunder! 

The first and foremost thing that 
everyone should have is a renter’s or 
homeowner’s insurance policy against 
theft. Most companies offer two types, 
one for value and the other for re¬ 
placement cost. Because of inflation 
and depreciation, I recommend the lat¬ 
ter by all means. The average such 
policy runs around $300 for $20,000 
of coverage (per year) with an addi¬ 
tional $100 per $10,000 of coverage. 
To make it even easier on the indi¬ 
vidual, companies do have payment or 
installment plans. Such a policy may 
seem like a burden on modest budgets 
until you consider the cost of replacing 
all that is stolen. One frequently asked 
question by these insurance agents is 
“What is your dwelling constructed of?” 
Those with the lowest premiums are 
made of brick or stone, which should 
tell you something in itself. You should 
naturally have a list of all valuable 
items and some means of identifying 
them. Engraving is the best I know 
of. Taking photos of your things will 
not hold up as well when you consider 
there are many identical models to 
yours’ out there. 

It has long been said that locks only 
keep an honest man honest, and I agree 
wholeheartedly with this. I would add 
that case-hardened steel padlocks also 
make dishonest men unsuccessful. 
Since bolt-cutters are a favorite tool 
of the burglar, this will dissappoint 
them immensely. Remember that with 
locks, you get what you pay for, so don’t 
look for a bargain or scrimp in this 


category. Dead-bolt locks are the only 
way to go on all doors accessible from 
the outside, and render credit cards use¬ 
less for anything besides going into 
debt. 

If given the choice a burglar would 
rather force a window open than ac¬ 
tually breaking the glass, since he 
doesn’t want to draw attention to him¬ 
self by creating any unneeded noise. 
Window latches can be opened with 
the proper tool, so add protection by 
using dowels or 1x2s laid horizontally 
in side-sliding types and vertically in 
those that raise and lower. Be certain 
they cannot be knocked out or dis¬ 
lodged by a deliberate jolt or vibration. 
Using silver duct tape to “anchor” 
them in place will prevent this from 
happening. 

The type of fencing the average per¬ 
son can afford is most often chain- 
linked. While this may not prevent the 
intruder from coming and going, it will 
at least slow him down and may pre¬ 
vent him from removing heavier objects 
from your premises. The ultimate pro¬ 
tective factor in fencing comes with the 
tall wrought-iron styles that have 
pointed ends at the top, but you’ll pay 
for it, too. 

A lot of light is better than a little, 
but some is most definitely better than 
none! A dark perimeter is a welcome 
sign to burglars. Change bulbs regu¬ 
larly to prevent them from burning out 
while you are away and depending on 
them most! If you cannot afford a lot 
of lights, at least use bulbs with higher 
wattage for those you do have. . . the 
brighter, the better. Direct your beams 
towards front and rear entrances, as 
well as along routes from perimeters 
to your home, if possible. Even if you 
replace bulbs of average wattage with 
brighter ones only while gone on vaca¬ 
tion I would highly recommend it. Bet¬ 
ter safe than sorry. 

Live Deterrents — Dogs are a good 
deterrent to burglars for two reasons: 
they pose a threat by being likely to 
alarm neighbors with their barking, 
and also by the possibility of attacking 
the intruder. Dobermans and German 
Shepherds are both good in this respect; 
these breeds are feared by the majority 
of persons. Of course any breed that 
will bark when strangers come around 
is better than none at all, and a lot 
will do this much for you. 

Dogs are not the only live deterrents, 
however. Whenever I had to park my 
van in a rough part of Portland, Ore¬ 
gon, I always took along my Dober¬ 
man and cougar and never worried 
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about locking the doors! I certainly 
don’t advocate getting such an exotic 
animal for the purpose of an effective 
deterrent; in my case I happened to 
be breeding cougars at the time and 
it was therefore that one of them served 
a dual purpose. You can well imagine 
the comments made by the general 
public as to not wanting to come around 
your house after dark! If you have chil¬ 
dren, small ones in particular, the most 
important consideration must be the 
animal’s temperament. There are a lot 
of exotic animals you simply cannot 
have around children as well as a few 
breeds of dogs. For legal reasons you 
must post a sign on your home, gate, 
or fence that warns others to beware 
of whatever it is you have. Of course 
this will also serve as a deterrent in 
itseif at the same time. 

Any hinges or hasps exposed outside 
your dwelling should be installed so 
as to prevent access to the screws or 
bolt heads by anyone with a screw¬ 
driver or wrench. Don’t forget that 
primary objective: you want to make 
it extremely difficult if not impossible 
for an intruder to be successful. 

Hiding your smaller concealable 
items such as money or jewelry is 
recommended as well, though my best 
advice to you here is to be creative 
without forgetting where you hide 
them! For those heirlooms and most 
valuable small items, I would urge you 
to consider a safety deposit box in 
your local bank. The average size will 
only cost $20 to $30 a year. 

A safe is of course another good 
place to store your valuables, coming 
in a variety of sizes, quality, and 
prices. Some models are free standing 
while others are designed to be con¬ 
cealed in a floor or wall. The smaller 
and more economical ones are designed 
for items such as money, jewelry, and 
important documents. In addition to 
protecting these items from theft, a 
good safe will protect its contents 
from fire as well. Most safes today are 
fire proof. Gun safes, while a bit more 
spendy ($300 to $1,500) are another 
good investment, especially if you have 
any quantity of firearms. A burglar will 
have a good measure of difficulty in 
trying to make off with 500- to 1,000- 
pound steel box. 

Neighborhood Watch programs are 
only as good as the participants; I can 
say that no plainer. I have seen some

work well while having witnessed 
others that were nothing more than 
a big joke. If you can organize a group 
of neighbors who are sincerely con¬ 
cerned about the safety and well-being 
of everyone’s property, possessions, and 
families instead of just another excuse 
to get together with someone and drink 
beer, this can be a very effective meas¬ 
ure for those involved. A tactful spokes¬ 
person/organizer is essential to such 
an operation. If you get too many 
macho-types fighting for the top dog’s 
chair, don’t waste your time. You either 
have the right chemistry and concen¬ 
trated concern in your neighborhood 
or you don’t. If those exist who are 
too ignorant to stick with accomplish¬ 
ing the primary objective, just forget 
it. You’d be much better off in such 
a situation to gracefully bow out and 
concentrate on fortifying your own 
interests. 

Alarms vary in style and range in 
cost from $25 to $2,500. One of the 
current styles of measured quality is 
calculated in cost at $50 per window 
or door. They are designed to 1) scare 
off the would-be intruder once he has 
set it off, 2) notify nearby neighbors 
that a break-in has just been attempted 
or initiated, and 3) alert alarm com¬ 
panies and/or law enforcement agen¬ 
cies of the same. 

The most primitive models can be 
installed by anyone and simply emit 
a sound when activated. These are used 
in doorways and windows and are set 
off when solid contact against a trig¬ 
ger device is interrupted or when a pin 
is pulled free by a moving object (again, 
usually a door or window). 

The more advanced systems, both of 
the audible and silent varieties, detect 
sound or motion within a specific con¬ 
fined area or activate when an invisi¬ 


ble infrared beam from point A to B 
is broken. While the audible ones tend 
to scare the burglar away (and may 
or may not send a signal to an appro¬ 
priate responder), the silent alarm’s 
usefulness is based entirely on an ef¬ 
fective and timely response to appre¬ 
hend the intruder in the home before 
he can escape with your belongings. 
Remember that the louder the noise 
(on audible systems), the better it will 
serve you as a deterrent. Even if the 
alarm wakes up half your neighbor 
hood, you’ve simply alerted that many 
more people and most likely saved your 
valuables from being carted away. 

I have seen several homes bedecked 
with security bars on every window and 
some that also had them covering the 
doors and entire porch area. There are 
two negative aspects to security bars, 
the first being that it gives the dwell 
ing the appearance of a jail or prison 
which may create a somewhat depress¬ 
ing atmosphere. One individual I spoke 
with told me he finally had to remove 
the bars from his home, claiming that 
for him he felt “they induced paranoia.” 
The second and certainly the most 
important reason is why they have been 
tagged with the name “suicide bars.” 
On many more than one occasion they 
have created a death trap to the occu¬ 
pants when a fire broke out within. 
There are many documented cases of 
such instances. 

If you feel you must install them on 
your home, be sure to use the type that 
can be released from inside, with hinges 
on the outside. And don’t cover all the 
openings in your home, as there may 
not be enough time to release them 
in an emergency. The best strategy for 
placement is to use them on the back¬ 
side of your home, or in darkened areas 
of the structure. If your home is situ¬ 
ated on a street, a burglar striking at 
night would prefer to enter your home 
from a side where he cannot be seen 
and then exit from the same place. If 
they can’t gain access from the rear 
they many not want to risk being seen 
around the front. Protect those areas 
most vulnerable to attack. 

For those of you with any amount 
of acreage, such as a ranch or large 
estate, illuminating or audible peri¬ 
meter alarms can be very effective. 
Both varieties are triggered when a 
wire is tripped by the intruder enroute

to your home, hence the term “trip 
flare” for the illuminating variety. 
With this type, or course, someone has 
to be around to see it, as it will do 
nothing more than light up the imme¬ 
diate area for only 10 to 20 seconds. 
The audible variety emits a loud whistle 
for the same length of time. I have 
utilized both types on a few contracts 
when working exec security for specific 
clients and can recall two cases where 
they paid for themselves. They are rela¬ 
tively inexpensive, ranging from $6 to 
$30 each. They will serve as a good 
deterrent and immediately establish 
the location of the intrusion. 

For those who can afford such an 
investment, closed-circuit cameras and 
monitors will also help in detecting 
intruders within a specific area, pro¬ 
vided that you have someone watch¬ 
ing the monitors! Advanced technol¬ 
ogy has now created a perimeter alarm 
system that shows you exactly how 
many “targets” or “un-friendlies” have 
gained access within a perimeter, simi¬ 
lar to looking at a radar screen. Each 
intruder shows up as a dot on the moni¬ 
tor. I have no detailed information on 
this system but reliable sources of mine 
have seen it in operation. 

Firearms — Firearms obviously only 
serve their purpose in protecting the 
home if you or another member of your 
family are there to use them when a 
break-in is initiated. I’m going to back¬ 
track a moment and discuss prepared¬ 
ness, since purchasing one and having 
it “ready” is not enough! You, your 
spouse, or children (if old enough) should 
be familiar with a number of aspects 
relating to firearms. The first and fore¬ 
most is SAFETY! Treat each and every 
firearm as if it were loaded and never 
point it at someone unless you intend 
to shoot them. You should also be aware 
of techniques such as breath control, 
trigger squeeze, and positioning. 
Becoming familiar with the specific 
firearms at your disposal is also very 
important, as a person tends to be 
apprehensive with anything unfamiliar 
• or foreign to them. If and when an 
intruder enters your home and con¬ 
fronts you, it is the split second of 
hesitation that can cost you your life. 
The NRA frequently offers shooting 
courses for beginners, inclusive of spe¬ 
cial courses for minors and women. 
These courses offer a great deal of 


knowledge and hands-on experience for 
a modest fee. I highly recommend them. 

Handguns are the easiest to handle 
and maneuver in close quarters such 
as a bedroom or hallway. They are also 
the most difficult for an intruder to 
physically take away from you. As far 
as specific calibers are concerned, I 
recommend a smaller one for women, 
such as .32, .38, or 9mm. For the man 
of the house I recommend 9mm, .357, 
.45, or .44 Magnum. For stopping or 
knock-down action use hollow points; 
they’ll give you the best results. 12- 
gauge shotguns are also a good home- 
defense firearm. Use 00 buckshot or 
slugs with them for the desired effect 
of your efforts! Regardless of which fire- 
arm(s) you select, it is you greatest 
responsibility to keep them out of your 
children’s reach while still accessible 
to you or your spouse. Don’t be too hasty 
in deciding on a safe place, either. Give 
this a lot of serious thought in order 
to prevent accidents. 

For those who feel the need and can 
afford it, the executive security spe¬ 
cialist is something to seriously con¬ 
sider not only for the protection of 
your home, ranch, or estate while you 
are away, but for the protection of you 
and your family while there as well. 
The best of these do not wear any con¬ 
ventional type of uniform and cannot 
be found through a typical security 
business. The vast majority prefer to 
live somewhere on your property so as 
to provide a permanent means of pro¬ 
tection. Many have families of their 
own, and the most desirable contract 
is one where the specialist’s family 
resides with him on the location. 

The going rate for a good man who 
knows his business will usually range 
from $1,800 to $3,000 a month. Look 
for their services in papers or period¬ 
icals under “Situations Wanted,” ask 
for references immediately, and do not 
hesitate to contact all of them immedi¬ 
ately to get an accurate picture of 
what the person is all about. If you 
are satisfied with what you hear or 
receive in the way of written return 
reference forms (from former clients of 
the person) then contact them for an 
interview or arrange a meeting and 
proceed with any and all negotiations 
and other details at that time. 

Uniformed security or police units 
will periodically patrol your residence 
or neighborhood, the latter at no ex¬ 


pense to you beyond taxes you are 
forced to pay regardless of whether you 
request this extra service or not. It 
might be a good idea to consult your 
neighbors about each family contribut¬ 
ing a small amount each month to hire 
a uniformed security patrol to come 
through your area on a frequent basis. 
Those that are any good will stagger 
their time of arrival to prevent a rou¬ 
tine that could ultimately work to a 
burglar’s advantage. 

People frequently make their first 
mistake when moving into a new home 
or apartment; they make no effort to 
move their valuables in a discreet 
manner! When you move into a new 
neighborhood, it is quite natural for 
your neighbors to be inquisitive. Some, 
however, are downright nosey and 
make it their business to know who 
has what. You don’t need this. 

Move what valuables you can in 
boxes that don’t announce their con¬ 
tents. Move other things during hours 
of darkness or from the back or your 
vehicle directly into the garage. To 
announce what you own is to invite 
a loss, so exercise discretion! 

We can only expect tougher and more 
ruthless times in an era where words 
and terms like “plea bargaining” “pro¬ 
bation,” “reduced sentence for good 
behavior” and “prison overcrowding” 
are being used, heard, and read more 
frequently with each passing day. Liv¬ 
ing in the 1980s and 1990s is a sur¬ 
vival game in every sense of the word, 
and your primary objective is to 
continue functioning without the loss 
of any critical pieces. The criminal is 
also playing a game but with com¬ 
pletely different rules, if any. He is 
not wanting access to your home for 
a cup of coffee! His purpose is to take 
what belongs to you and yours; to 
injure, maim, or kill someone while 
doing it is often a part of his contin¬ 
gency. You own him nothing more than 
a quick trip to the next world. If you 
are not prepared to accept that and 
act accordingly, he would gladly send 
you or one of your family members in 
his place! Don’t ever think otherwise. 

Having seen firsthand what has 
caused or prevented crimes in and 
around the domestic residence, I know 
only too well that the elements and 
measures I have detailed here will pre¬ 
vent you from becoming another vic¬ 
tim or statistic in the real world. •
